Crane, Young favor impeachment; 
GOP leaders seek resignation

Suburban Republican leaden from the 


township level to the U.S. Congress stood 
nearly unanimous yesterday In the ex- 
pectation that the removal of an Ameri- 
can President, for the first time In his- 
tory, Is at hand. 


U S. Representative* Philip M. Crone 


and Samuel II. Young, who both had de- 
ferred judgment on President Nixon 
pending the House Impeachment hearing, 
aitrecd ycitcrday that the President had 
admitted guilt of an Impcachable of- 
fense. 


"The President's statement," said 


Crane, "clearly and Incontrovcrtlbly In- 
dicates obstruction of justice. I see no 
alternative other than his removal from 
office." 


SAID YOUNG. "In effect, (the Presi- 


dent's statement) Is tantamount to an ad- 
mission that he did obstruct justice as 
charged . .. and I would expect to vote 
to impeach on this count." 


Young said he "fully expects" the 


President to resign. Acknowledging wide- 
spread opinion in the Congress that a 
presidential resignation Is imminent, 
Crano said ho remains In favor of the 
constitutional process of impeachment. 


The choice between resignation and re- 


moval through impeachment and trial 
appeared to be UM only significant differ- 
ence in viewpoint among oven Nixon's 
staunches! supporters. 


CRANE AND YOUNG joined the Hood- 


tide of congressmen estimating that a 
House vote for impeachment would now 
be "overwhelming," in Young's word. 
Crane estimated more than 400 of the 435 
members of the House now are con- 
vinced that the President must bo Im- 
peached. 


Party leaders at the local level, who 


have been the frontline defenders of Nix- 
on, exhibited a reluctant but parallel 
view to those of Republicans In Washing- 
ton. 


Cook County Republican chairman 


Floyd Fulle, who Is also Maine Township 
commlttooman, declared, "I have been 
and still am a very strong Nixon sup- 
porter. I am opposed to impeachment." 


But Fulle added, "In view of what's 


happened in the last 24 hours, however, I 
think he probably should resign." 


FULLE SAID HE believed tho Presi- 


dent thought he was doing the right thing 
in withholding Information on Watergate, 
"and maybe he was in the long run." 


"But because the confidence has been 


lost generally among the people, I think 
he should resign and we should allow 
him to retire and live out the rest of life 
in tranqulllty."

Herald survey 
shows 71% now 
against Nixon

The people of the Northwest suburbs 


echoed the comments of public officials 
throughout the nation Tuesday and called 
for removal of President Nixon from of- 
fice. A Herald spot survey of 235 individ- 
uals Tuesday reveals: 


• Nearly 71 per cent of persons ques- 


tioned at 10 locations in the Northwest 
suburbs called for cither impeachment 
or resignation of the President. 


• More than 47 per cent of the 235 


questioned favored resignation and more 
than 24 per cent said Nixon should be 
impeached. 


• Only 15 per cent of persons ques- 


tioned said the president should remain 
in office and 14 per cent were undecided. 


NIXON WAS A favorite with Northwest 


suburban voters in 1972 and received a 
vote margin over Sen. George McGovcrn 
(D-S.D.), that was larger than the na- 
tional average. Nixon carried both Maine 
and Wheeling townships by nearly 30,000 
votes with a 5-to-2 edge over McGovern. 
The president was elected with a 63 per 
cent plurality nationwide in November, 
1972. 


A breakdown of the local survey 


showed that: 57 persons favored im- 
peachment; 111 said Nixon should re- 
sign; 37 called for Nixon to remain in 
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Starting Friday morning. The Her-

Village joins fight against 
Plum Creek development

The Wheeling Village Board has joined 


the fight against the Plum Creek develop- 
ment being built just south of the village, 
by opposing the state Issuance of a well 
permit for the site. 


Trustee Edward Bcrgcr sold Avis En- 


terprises, developer of Plum Creek, Is 
using a "power play" In build a high 
density project and then forcing annexa- 
tion to get village water. 


Bcrgcr said tho 228-unlt condominium 


project is Just north of tho Wheeling 
drainage ditch on Wolf Road, and said It 
may therefore bo difficult to get a well 
permit for the project. Ho said that after 
the development is built, the developers 
may appeal to the village for annexation 


to get water to sen-Ice the project. 


"This is nothing more than a power 


ploy by this organization," Bcrgcr said. 
"They want to tell us what to do and we 
have to say about it." 


THE PLAN commission was the first 


village body to write to the state EPA 
opposing the well permit. The letter from 
tho plan commission stated that the de- 
velopment "is in contravention to Wheel- 
ing ordinances." 


Plan commission members arc upset 


with the density and size of the project, 
saying that the Wolf Road area is al- 
ready overburdened with multiple-family 
developments. 


Trustee Albert Lang agreed that the

A special blood donor day has been 


scheduled by the Wheeling Community 
Blood Plan In memory of Bernard Shar- 
key Jr., who died Thursday of leukemia. 
The donations will bo taken from 0 a.m. 
to 2 pm., Aug. 18. 


Prior to his death, Sharkcy relied on 


the local program for extensive blood re- 
placement. Because the plan has fallen 
far short of Its quota, program chairman 
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James Branson said ho does not think 
the plan can cover the amount of blood 
used by Sharkcy and tho regular blood 
needs of the community. 


Branson said he docs not know yet how 


much blood was used by the leukemia 
victim, but said at ono Umo Sharkcy 
needed two pints each day for a period of 
at least two montlis. There wcro only 226 
pints of blood In tho plan's blood bank 
before the leukemia patient began treat- 
ment. 


SO FAR THIS YEAR, tho blood plan, 


sponsored by tho Wheeling Jnycccs, has 
collected only 31fi pints towards its 700- 
pint quota. The quota figure represents 
approximately four per cent of tho 
Wheeling population, the amount nation- 
ally estimated to cover all blood replace- 
ment needs. 


According to the terms of the plan, the 


blood needs of all residents arc covered 
for ono year onco tho program reaches 
Its quota. If tho quota is not reached, the 
plan can uso only tho amount of blood 
collected from residents. 


In order to meet this year's quota,

cabinet to report that tho President will 
not resign. 


"He is absolutely not considering re- 


signing," Simon said. "Ho told us he had 
explored every avenue. The President 
sincerely docs not believe he has com- 
mitted an Impcachablo offense."

L.A. Airport bomb kills 2; 36 hurt 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - A bomb ex- 


plodcd In a busy ticket section of an 
overseas terminal at Los Angeles Inter- 
national Airport Tuesday, creating a 
"whoosh like a wind tunnel" that sent 
bodies flying across the lobby. 


The coroner's office said two persons 


were known dead. One was a skycap. 
The other also wore the uniform of an 
airport employe. 


Thirty-six other persons, most of them 


passengers waiting in line to check in, 
were injured. The fire department said 
17 were taken to hospitals, three in criti- 
cal condition. 


The blast at 8:10 a.m. PDT originated 


in a row of public pay lockers adjoining 
n Pan American counter which was han- 
dling about 300 check-ins for a flight 
to Hawaii. Some of the passengers bad 
already boarded the piano which was In 
an area far from the explosion. 


Plate glass windows facing the side- 


walk and street were shattered along a 
block-long stretch and there was a rain of 
glass In the lobby which caused dozens of 
minor injuries. A telephone booth door 
was sprung off and luggage was ripped 
apart. Wall schedules showing arrivals 
and departures were blasted apart and 
overhead lighting was shattered. 


Police spokesman Dan Cookc said 


there had been no telephone call or ad- 
vance warning that a bomb was set to 
explode. He said there was no immediate 
determination of the type of bomb. 
"Whatever it was it was large, It was a 
powerful explosion." 


The FBI joined police, Treasury De- 


partment and airport security authorities 
in an investigation of why tho explosive 
was placed In that particular location 
and who put It there. 


Police investigator Michael Strong de- 


scribed the scene as one of "utter devas- 
tation" and said "people were down on- 
the floor crying for help." 


A BOMB EXPLOSION in. the Pan 
American Airlines terminal building 
at Lot- Angela* International Airport 
killed two and injured at least 36. 
The blast was centered behind the 
check-in counter. The terminal is the 
center for most international flights.

slowly expanding as.lt takes on additional duties. Chairman, 
William Rogers endorsed tho expansion, saying Wat more' 
people are needed to carry out the commission's many duties. 


Lang has scheduled Interviews for applicants for tho two 


commissions for later this month.

Trustees unanimously denied business zoning for tho prop- 


city after reviewing zoning board recommendations that the 
request bo rejected.

a small strip shopping center with a convenient-typo grocery 
store. Residents objected, saying that tho project would cause 
Increased traffic, become a local hangout for youngsters and 
duplicate shopping facilities now being built in the area. 


The trustees said they agreed with tho zoning board's state- 


ment that business zoning for tho property would bo spot 
zoning.

Although Markus was hired as admin- 


istrative assistant In mid-June, Passolt 
said he delayed transferring his financial 
duties until Markus had some experience 
with the village. 


Tho manager said Markus has helped

HaIdeman's loyalty to Nixon faces stern court test 


by CLARK R. MOLLEN1IOFF 


WASHINGTON - Tho loyalty of II. R. 


(Bob) Hnldcman to President Richard 
M. Nixon will undergo the ultimate lest 
when the former White House chief of 
staff goes on trial in September on 
charges of perjury and conspiracy to ob- 
struct justice. 


President Nixon, who no doubt will still 


have the ordeal of a Senate Impeachment 
trial ahead, cannot help but be apprehen- 


sive about what Haldcman will testify to 
In his own defense. 


Haldcman, who will be on trial for con- 


iplracy to obstruct justice and three 
counts of perjury, will bavo these al- 
ternatives: 


• To refuse to take the witness stand 


in his own defense when statistics dem- 
onstrate that there Is more than 90 per 
cent conviction for those who fall to testi- 
fy in their own defense, and when Halde- 


raan has declared that be wants to testi- 
fy In the proper forum of a court. 


• To testify and repeat his denials of 


knowledge of perjury by Jeb S. Magr- 
udcr, of the payoffs of more than $350,000 
to the Watergate burglars, or the de- 
struction of White House records, in the 
face of witnesses and White House tapes 
to the contrary. 


• To contend that be and the President 


wore victims of a clever deceit by White

Buffalo Grove cop feud 
warrants investigation 


Tho tnnglo of charges and count- 


er charges surrounding the Buffalo 
Grovo Police Dcpt. should be 
cleared immediately by a full-scale 
investigation by either the village's 
fire and police commission or by 
the village board. 


At stake in the dispute, which 


centers around accusations from a 
former patrolman, Floyd Moron- 
kov, is the good name and reputa- 
tion of the department. The village 
can't move quickly enough to ci- 
ther clear the accused of Mcrcn- 


kov's charges, or to kick out the 
policemen who don't belong on this 
suburban force. 


The controversy began when Me- 


renkov was suspended without pay 
by Police Chief Harry Walsh for a 
variety of charges, Including "dis- 
crediting the force." Merenkov 
says he was suspended by Walsh 
after he asked for an investigation 
of allegations that some sergeants 
on the force were guilty of theft 
and misconduct. 


Many local residents were en-

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raged by the episode, and they cir- 
culated petitions of support for Me- 
renkov. A total of 650 signatures 
were collected. 


Later, charges against Merenkov 


were dropped, because of a techni- 
cal error during the hearing, but 
shortly afterwards Merenkov quit 
the force — and Chief Walsh de- 
nied that there had been any truth 
in the patrolman's accusations. 


Now, however, one of the ac- 


cused sergeants, Frank Harth, has 
agreed to take a polygraph (lie de- 
tector) test in order to clear him- 
self of Merenkov's charges — but 
no one else has volunteered to take 
such a test. 


The guilt or innocence of any in- 


dividual policeman is not the con- 
cern of The Herald, but it most cer- 
tainly should be the concern of Buf- 
falo Grove, for accusations against 
policemen — especially from an of- 
ficer inside the department — must 
be taken very seriously. 


A police force can only function 


when it has the respect of the com- 
munity it serves. 'Without that Te- 
spect, a department 'is going to 
face steadily declining public in- 
volvement in helping to stamp out 
local crime. One only need look to 
Chicago to see what impact the ac- 
tions of a few can have on an entire 
police force. 


Until the Buffalo Grove Police 


Dept. is thoroughly scrutinized, 
that suburb's cops are going to be 
operating under a shadow of suspi- 
cion. The sunshine of a thorough 
investigation is the only way that 
the police department is going to 
clear its reputation. 


House subordinates, including former 
White House counsel John W. Dean, for- 
mer special assistant John Ehrllchmon, 
former White House appointments secre- 
tary Dwight Chapin and others who have 
been convicted of serious federal crimes. 


Haldeman Is one man who could pro- 


duce direct evidence — If it exists — of 
President Nixon's knowledge of the Wa- 
tergate coverup. Representatives Dave 
Dennis of Indiana, Wiley Mayne of Iowa, 
Charles Sandman of New Jersey and 
Charles Wiggins of California say they 
have been unable to find any such direct 
evidence in the voluminous White House 
tapes. 


The testimony of the former deputy as- 


sistant to the President, Alexander P. 
Butterfield, now the Federal Aviation 
administrator, has described Haldeman 
as "the alter ego" of President Nixon 
and added: 


"He was far and away the closest per- 


son to the President. There was never 
any cdmpetidon with regard to Mr. Hal- 
deman's role. He was everything that 
Sherman Adams was to President Eisen- 
hower, in my view. He was an extension 
of the President ... I often character- 
ized his role as that of the assistant pres- 
ident rather than the assistant to the 
President." 


Because of BuUeriield's testimony, 


many of the pro-impeachment members 
of the House Judiciary Committee be- 
lieved it was only necessary to trace in- 
formation to Haldeman to assume that 
the information was transmitted to Pres- 
ident Nixon. 


Likewise, there was testimony that 


most White House staff members and 
Cabinet officers, Including former Attor- 
ney General John Mitchell, assumed that 
any instructions they received from Hal- 
deman were directly from President Nix- 
on and acted accordingly. 


The White House transcripts tend to 


support the conclusion that what Halde- 
man knew, President Nixon knew; and 
whatever Haldeman did was with the 
knowledge or approval of President Nix- 
on, except in those areas where the duti- 
ful Haldeman automatically sensed what 
Nixon would want done and would carry 
it out. 


While it was Haldeman who was re- 


sponsible for the high level of discipline 
and the appearance of efficiency in the 
Nixon White House, it was' his passion 
for systems and centralized control that 
is at the root of President Nixon's prob- 
lems today. 


While White House aides and Cabinet 


officers expected a normal amount of po- 
litical loyalty, the total loyalty was op- 
pressive. 
' 


If a complete record of memorandums 


and correspondence was good, why 
wouldn't a tape recording system be bet- 
ter for the Nixon presidential library for 
history? 
» 


Thus in early 1971, Haldeman sug- 


gested installation of a taping "system in 
the Oval Office and in Nixon's office in 
the Executive Office Building, as well as 
at various other offices at Camp David, 
Key Biscayne and San Clements. 


President Nixon approved the setup 


that was so secret that special assistant 
John Ehrllchman was not notified of the 
taping system, although more than a 
half-dozen career Secret Service officials 
and technicians were aware of its exis- 
tence. 


President Nixon' and Haldeman, obses- 


sively secretive and reluctant to sign 
their names authorizing governmental 
actions, thus set in motion the mecha- 
nism for their own destruction. 


They set it in motion because both be- 


lieved they could be successful in main- 
taining total secrecy on the tapes 
through a judicious use of executive 
privilege and other "stonewalling" de- 
vices. 


Thus while they were shunning a writ- 


ten record In a manner similar to the 
pattern of former President Lyndon

disclosures by President Nixon of the 
existeme of the Haldeman-Nlxon taxes. 


Johnson and his onetime Senate aide, 
Bobby Baker, they permitted the record- 
Ing of conversations that would inevita- 
bly surface unless all of those who knew 
of Its existence were locked hi a perjury 
pact to deny the recordings existed. 


Haldeman Is the one man who the 


President permitted to listen to the tapes 
in late April to determine what kind of 
threat the defection of John Dean would 
present to the Nixon administration. 


Significantly, the White House has bal- 


ked at producing the five-hour discussion 
which Nixon and Haldeman had relative 
to their impressions of what was on the 
September 15, 1972, tape, the March 21, 
1972, tape and other key tapes. 


It was Haldcman who was accorded 


the privilege of reviewing the White 
House tapes in July, 1073, just prior to 
his appearance before the Senate Select 
W a t e r g a t e Committee where it is 
charged that he testified falsely under 
oath, In asserting that Nixon had told 
John Dean "it would be wrong" to make 
. payments. 


Any conversation Haldcman had with 


Nixon prior to that allegedly false testi- 
mony would be material In the Septem- 
ber Watergate cover-up trial. Also, it is 
quite possible that Haldeman could give 
some Insight into those mysterious gaps 
that have been 'made through "manual" 
manipulation of the tapes. 


Prosecutors will be watching to see 


whether Haldcman takes the Ehrllchman 
route and claims all that he did was on 
express orders of the President or wheth- 
er he stands fast in the pattern of con- 
victed Watergate burglar G. Gordon Lid- 
dy. 


If Haldeman, the disciplinarian, meant 


what he preached about loyalty being 
"the name of the game," he will take his 
lumps in LIddy fashion to protect "the 
office of the presidency" and the present 
occupant of that office. 


There is no doubt that Nixon is coun- 


ting on Bob Haldeman to be the kind of 
"good soldier" who would risk a long 
prison term rather than break his word 
to the man who gave him the authority 
that made him truly the second most 
powerful man in America for more than 
four years.

Airport In 1070 when he shook the 
hand of President Richard M. Nixon 
— an Imago etched forever in Con- 
roy's mind and on the sheet of photo- 
graphic paper hanging on his wood- 
paneled wall. 


And tho picture will remain there, 


Urn center of attention to anyone who 


enters the room, until tho fate of the 
Chief Executive is decided, he says. 


Despite recent disclosures by Nix- 


on that he misled tho public in state- 
ments concerning the Watergate 
scandal, Conroy believes that Nixon 
still is the President and deserves re- 
spect. 


His decision to keep the photo 


among those of himself with former 
Gov. Richard B. Ogilvie and others 
from his earlier days with the de- 
partment hinges on whether Nixon 
resigns or is acquitted or convicted 
in an Impeachment proceeding. 


"I feel tho President is still In of- 


flee . . . There has been talk about 
his resigning. Until such a situation 
comes about about the President, I 
will not make my decision," Conroy 
said. 


"This (shaking hands with Nixon) 


is something that happened in 1970. 
I'm sure it was before anything hav- 
ing to do with Watergate," Conroy 
says. 


Conroy supervised the tight secur- 


ity for the President's arrival in 
Schaumburg, he recalls. About 125 
policemen from throughout the area 
were involved in security at the tiny 
airport.

The adoptive father's role in divorce

Dear Mrs. Martoccio: 
My husband and I havo a problem and 


perhaps you can advlsa us. I doubt if wo 
can handle It hero because wo are from 
another state. Could you suggest a law- 
yer In our area? 


My husband divorced his former wife 


for various reasons, mainly infidelity, 
and Is now paying alimony and support 
for her two children whom ho adopted. 
We don't object to tho latter. However, 
she Is living with a man and has for sev- 
eral months. Wo do object to helping 
with her support under these circum- 
stances and also his support. 


She has told us she'll never marry and 


doubt that she will as long as she gets 
the money. 


My husband and I feel there should bo 


some way to keep these children from 
being raised In this kind of environment. 
She has moved three limes without our 
knowledge to bo with this man who lives 
in a distant state. Is there anything wo 
can do hero In Illinois? 


Any advice you can give us will bo ap- 


preciated. Wo are at a loss. 


Confidential 


Dear Confidential: 


I'm sorry, but tho ethics of the legal 


profession do not permit my recommend- 
ing a lawyer to you or giving you advice 
through this column. I may, however, in- 
form and mako suggestions. 


The best way to find a lawyer is to ask 


your neighbors or .friends. Almost ever- 
yone has had to seek help at least onco 
or more in buying a homo, getting ar- 
rested, divorced, injured, etc. (Tho old- 
saying "Nothing Is certain but death and 
taxes" should also Include "and the 
law," which follows us from before birth, 
abortion, suits for miscarriage etc. 
through and after death, wills, probate, 
etc.) This way you'll also be able to ask 
questions to determine not only the law- 
yer's qualifications, but how he or.she 
works and whether or not you'll mesh 
personalities, which I think is too often 
overlooked. 


• As you know, the fact that your hus- 


band adopted tho children makes him le- 
gally obligated to pay for their support 
while they are still considered minors. At, 
tho same time, ho would also bo entitled 


to custody and to question circumstances 
under which they are living, and the 
mother's behavior in -the same manner 
as would a natural father. 


In your letter you stated the mother 1 


was avoiding a common law marriage < 
which is recognized in Kansas as a law- 
ful marriage. Common law marriage is 
not simply "living together" and is often 
mistaken for It. Only a few states recog- 
nize It and this former wifo is clever 
enough not to hold herself out as wed to 
another which Is one necessary require- 
ment. 


• But lot us suppose, however, that 


you can prove that she is an unfit mother 
and the custody of the children now be- 
comes a question to determine. 


Who then would get custody of the chil- . 


dren? even though you and your husband 
have a most generous and kindly attitude 
toward tho adopted children, would you 
bo willing to take tlie responsibility of 
bringing them up? Tho reason I am 
stressing this Is that judges are ex- 
tremely careful not to remove children 
from their mother's custody. But the 
trend toward awarding them to the fa- 
ther In the event of a divorce is becom- 


ing popular, especially where both par- 
ents have been employed and the chil- 
dren are old enough and are accustomed 
to caring for themselves while alone. 


If, however, you would not want the 


children's custody, then the judge would 
have to place them in a public Institution, 
or foster home, and I believe this would 
bo most unlikely unless the mother 
proved to be a prostitute or an alcoholic 
who would harm the children or some- 
how create an environment of neglect or 
degradation. In other words, where the 
children would not be harmed by the 
mother's behavior, the judge would not 
be inclined to separate them from her, 
especially if there were not a better al- 
ternative. 


• A judge Is bound by "what Is best for 
the child" and it is within his discretion 
to decide it. I'm afraid today's mores 
will also enter Into decisions, although 
there have been many coses in the past 
where judges have distinguished between 
bad wives and bad mothers even though 
the moral standards were stricter then. 


In one divorce case that I pan recall 


where a wife was accused of adultery, a 


judge permitted the children to remain 
with the mother making a statement to 
the effect that a woman may not be a 
good wife, but that did not necessarily 
mean who was not a good mother. Custo- 
dy Is not based on punishment of an er- 
rant parent, it was stated. So long as the 
acts are not committed in 'the presence 
of the children and they ore not affected 
by the mother's behavior, the judge said 
they can lead normal lives by being with 
her. 


• Your husband does, though, have 


visitation rights -and should he wish to 
enforce them, he may have his lawyer 
ask for them and also that the mother 
not remove tho children from the juris- 
diction of 'the court without notifying 
him.

You'ro missing something if you haven't 
yet seen "You're a Good Man, Charlie 
Brown," now playing nightly except 
Mondays at Country Club Theatre in 
Mount Prospect. 


A very talented company of six young 


people bring to life those warm, lovable 
(mostly) characters created by Charles 
M. Schulz, whose cartoons form the basis 
for. this musical version of "Peanuts." 


It's a snappy, fast-moving combination 


of abbreviated cartoon scenes and longer 
episodes expanded Into musical numbers. 
And while the program states tho time 
as "an average day in the life of Charlie 
Brown," tho production is anything but 
average. It's the best theater I've seen at 
Country Club since tho days of Norman 
Rico. 


FOUR OF THE cast ore familiar to

Pis "Suppertlme" 
number can be considered a near shows- 


topper. A higher klckln' canine you've 
never seen! 


Tom Wagner appears as the piano- 


ploying Schroedcr, a man of few words 
until ho has to write a book report. The 
musical number "Book Report" requires 
Wagner to sing his lyrics as nimbly as 
Schrocder plays piano, and Tom per- 
forms admirably, enunciating clearly 
and singing on key in very tricky vocal 
gyrations. In fact "Book Report" is one 
of the show's high moments along with 
the entire company In "T.E.A.M.," about 
the inimitable baseball game played by 
the Peanuts gang, and the finale "Happi- 
ness." 


Brian Wilson plays Lucy's little blan- 


ket-holding brother, Linus, and Maggie 
Schmidt, the ever cheerful Patty. Who'd 
ever believe a blanket could be as sexy 
as Linus' is in "My Blanket and Me?" 
And please take note of Patty's multl- 
the man behind the whole production is 
director Torn Vcntriss. 


THE SHOW wouldn't be nearly so suc- 


cessful without the piano playing of Pat 
Cosakis and Val Johnson Shields and the 
fabulous percussion of Tom Galnes. And

All in all, this is delightful entertain- 


ment, not only for "Peanuts" buffs, but 
everyone who can appreciate something 
besides the gloom and doom of so much 
contemporary theater.

HOLLYWOOD — Perbap* the most

"The first time you come In with some- 


thing that has been dona on 'All In the 
Family,'" says producer Danny Arnold, 
"they jump all over you. They say, 'For- 
get All In the Family — that's one of a 
kind.'" 
, . 


"You can get away with things in TV 


plays like "Maude" and "All In the 
Family," says writer-producer Buck 
Henry, "That you can't do on filmed 
shows, for some subliminal reason." 


PRODUCERS OF TV movies complain 


bitterly that they are not allowed to do 
and say things done In old movies bought 
for TV showing. Producers of early eve- 
ning shows grouse about the per- 
missiveness of latar programs. Produc- 
ers of TV dramas gripe about what the 
networks let Dean Martin and Johnny 
Carson and the other variety and talk 
shows get away with. Producers of 
shows on ABC are annoyed over the re- 
strictions they are faced with that CBS' 
producers are not — and vice versa. Pro- 
ducers of nighttime shows argue that 
' daytime shows are freer. 


In each case, there is some Justifica- 


tion for their complaints, but there is 


also some good reasons for the differ- 
ences. The three networks take their 
public service responsibilities seriously, 
and they try desperately to forestall any 
possible threat of government censor- 
ship. So they self-police and their main 
arena is an attempt to keep juicy stuff on < 
hours when the children aren't watching. 


So there is greater freedom during the 


daytime (children should be in school) 
and later in the evening (children should 
be in bed). Soap operas and late-night 
talk shows are allowed to expound on 
themes not permitted in prime time. 


The logic of this fails to impress some 


producers who have had ideas nipped in 
the network bud. 


DOUG CRAMER wanted a nude rear 


shot of Connie Stevens at the end of his 
TV movie, "The Sex Symbol." No sale. 
He complained, without avail, that nud- 
ity was allowed on educational TV — he 
cited "Steam Bath" — so why not on his 
movie? 


Even Norman Lear, who produces All 


In the Family, has had his problems. On 
the very first episode of ATTF shown, he 
argued with CBS until late into the night 
preceding the debut. They wanted to take 
two minutes out of it, to conform to pre- 
vious standards. Lear held out — and 
won. 
1 "It's important that we get altogether 
wet," he told them, and*finally they 


agreed — to their corporate joy later. 


Tom Kersey, head of ABCTs West Coast 


Dept. of Broadcast Standards and Prac- 
tices, admits that sometimes shows, stch 
as All In the Family, which are done be- 
fore a live audience, have more freedom 
than shows done on film in a studio. 


"They are live," he says, "and thus 


there are some ad libs. And that may 
account for a little more leeway." 


But ho says that other complaints 


about a double standard are-untrue, ex- 
cept for the time factor. He says he 
keeps hearing the same old thing from 
producers - "They do it, why can't I?" 
— but moitly these are Just imaginary 
differences. 


IN THE AREA of movies for TV, for 


example, versus old theatrical releases, 
Kersey says that he attempts to apply 
the same yardstick to each. 


"We try to edit old movies to conform 


to the same standards as new movies for 
TV," he says. "But we always advertise 
and pubUcUo thorn however, as theatri- 
cal features." 


Kersey believes the three networks 


pretty much see eye to eye on basic 
questions of what will and will not be 
permitted. 


Still, the complaints from producers 


continue. Most of them are sure a double 
or triple or quadruple standard exists, 
and no manner of network explanation 
will allay their doubts.

NEWPORT, R.I. - Some people look 


nt the America's Cup and sny to them- 
selves, hmmm-m-m, nlco-looklng silver 
trophy. 


That's (ho customary reaction. 
Then there are other people who look 


at this samo Cup and sou something en- 
tirely different. They sco the Holy Grail 
of Yacht Racing. 


Bob Bavlor, who captains I ho Cou- 


rageous, a now, trim, aluminum-hulled 
12-meter launched only last May, belongs 
In the second category. To him, tho 
America's Cup Is something special. Ho 
considers It so special, he's putting him- 
self In a position where ho would seem to 
have everything to lose by what he's 
doing now, and nothing to gam. Ho 
doesn't sco It that way at all, though. 


In a nutshell, the situation with Bavler 


If this: 


he iklppered the Constellation which 


beat the English boat, Sovereign, 10 
years ago. 


This means ho has a perfect record, 


one successful America's Cup defense to 
his credit In as many tries. He's batting 
1,000. So far, so good. 


Now as skipper of tho Courageous, 


there Is that chanco Bavlcr's boat won't 
oven bo chosen by tho selection com- 
mittee to defend tho Cup for tho United 
States next month against tho foreign 
challenger, either Australia's Southern 
Cross or tho France. In preliminary 
trials so far, Intrepid, with her wooden 
hull, has made a better showing than 
Courageous. 


Suppose, though, tho selection com- 


mittee docs namo tho Courageous as tho 
defender. Push on a little further and 
suppose the Ausslcs pull an upset Sup- 
pose they somehow manage to win the 
America's Cup, tho way they keep feel- 
ing more and more they will next month. 
It would bo tho first time a foreign boat 
had won tho America's Cup, tho first 
time over tho United States had lost. The 
circumstance alono Is calculated to mako 
you shudder. 


Forevermaro Bob Bavler would go 


down In yachting history as the tint 
skipper at * V.S. boat to fall in defense 


of the America's Cup. For shame. He 
doesn't think 10, though. 


"I'd rather bo in tho finals and lose 


than not be In it at all," says Bavler, a 
sun-tanned, 66-year-old resident of Da- 
rlcn, Conn., who wears a perpetual ex- 
pression of preoccupation end the same 
kind of funny little cap that Dave Wottle, 
tho middle distance runner, does. 


"Certainly, I hope we win, but I 


wouldn't consider us failures if we lost 
out to Intrepid. Would I feel dis- 
appointed? Yes. Chagrined? Well, maybe 
If I folt wo laid on egg and did poorly, 
but If I could say in my own mind we did 
everything wo possibly could, and they 
simply wcro faster, I wouldn't hang my 
head at all. I'd just bo so glad we were 
In It.

"Everybody in sailing has lost more 


than ho has won. Nobody wins them all. 
That even applies to someone like Jack 
Nlcklaus." 


Bob Bavler looked out over the water 


from where he was sitting up on the 
bridge of a tender boat alongside the 
Courageous. 


"What It nil bolls down to in the end," 


ho said, speaking of tho America's Cup 
final which begins hero Sept. 10, "Is a 
match raco for a trophy that has been In 
existence over 100 years. "You have one 
boat, tho other people have another. Only 
ono boat wins; the other one is last. It's 
a very intense competition against 
people who don't mako mistakes. 


"Tho best way to win is to sail steady 


and wait for tho other guy to mako a 
mistake. You can't expect him to do 
what you want him to do. Ho simply 
won't do it. 


Bavier isn't greatly upset by the In- 


trcpld's superiority so far. He's a bit sur- 
prised by it, but not distressed. 


"I like to feel wer'ro building up to our 


peak," ho says. "I think they've reached 
theirs." 


Gerry Drlscoll, tho Intrcpld's skipper, 


hears that and only smiles. 


You sco, there's a certain amount of 


gamesmanship to this America's Cup 
business, too.

Don't lake wild animals* 


Nature lovers are reminded It is not 


only illegal to take wild animals out of 
tho woods, but could bo dangerous be- 
cause of tho possibility of rabies. The Il- 
linois Department of Conservation said a. 
skunk taken near the Fancy Prairie 
Grade School north of Springfield this 
spring tested rabies positive. 


While Illinois' Chain of Lakes keep 


steaming along, producing excellent fish- 
ing for panflsh and largemouth bass, an- 
glers who have found their way to Wis- 
consin waters ore doing equally well. 


Lake Michigan has been producing ex- 


cellent catches of echo, chlnook and lake 
trout, with almost tho entire shoreline 
participating. Even the waters off Mil- 
waukcc, normally the least productive, 
arc giving up big fish. 


Off Racine and Kenosha, conditions 


have been excellent, with only light 
winds stirring the waters. A 13 pound 
rainbow was taken off Racine, a mere 
two miles off shore. But the best news 
from tho Racine area was the 6 pound, 
B!4 ounce Atlantic salmon caught there. 
The fish, an early returnee from a two- 
year-old stocking, could be the harbinger 
of a brand new sportfish for midwestern 
fishermen. 


Even pier fishermen were catching 


coho and trout, but only the trailers were 
taking the lunkcrs. Best results on lake 
trout were with trolling flies behind her- 
ring dodgers. The lake trout were token, 
for the most port, in deep water, as 
much as 80 to 100 foot down. The coho 
and chlnook were coming out of deep wa- 
ter areas, but caught 30 to 40 feet down. 


The Atlantic salmon was taken on a 


flutter spoon at 45 feet. 


In Shcboygan County, fishermen are 


using alcwlfc and casting from piers and 
shorelines and reporting excellent coho 
catches as a result. The coho and lake 
trout In that area arc a little shallower, 
due, In part, to the cooler water tem- 
peratures. 


Musky f Islilng has been good to ex- 


cellent In most areas of Wisconsin. Per- 
haps the best is on tho Phillips chain In- 
Price County and in Butternut Lake in 
Park Falls. Musklcs 38 to 44 inches were 
taken out of Urasc waters over the week- 
end. A 47 inch musky was caught in Ox- 
bow Lake near Mercer, Wis. and a 43% 
inchcr was taken from Bear Lake, in Ash- 
land County. 


In the Woodruff area, musky fishing is 


good, but slower than In the far north-

west. Little St. Germain and Big Arbocr 
Vitac in Vilas County continue to be the 
best bets. 


Walleye fishing in **.- consin is some- 


thing less than sensational, with the re- 
cent warm weather driving the fish deep- 
er than most walleye tackle can reach. 
Largemouth bass fishing has been 
uniformly good throughout the elate as 
the waters remain warm. The smaller 
lakes are better than the bigger waters if 
you're interested in bass, and the south- 
ern lakes are the best of all. Nearly all 
of the lakes in Racine, Kenosha and 
Walworth counties are producing good 
largemouth. The Lauderdale chain and 
Whitewater Lake are among the better 
ones. Browns Lake and Beulah, likewise, 
are producing well. 


Unllko most of the state. Lake Geneva 


is still producing good walleyes, but the 
best fishing for them is with live bait, at 


night. Geneva Is also hot as a pistol for 
smallmouth bass, rock bass and panflsh. 
As always, however, boating pressure Is 
heavy on Geneva, so make It a mid-week 
trip. Best hours on Geneva are early 
morning, late evening and after dark. 


Lake Kegonsa is the hotspot for perch 


fishermen with the fish averaging 9 to 10 
inches. They're coming out of about 10 
feet of water. Live bait is best and hell- 
grammites arc the best live bait for 
perch. Waubcsa, Onona and Mendota are 
also great for perch and bluegills. 


Northern pike fishing is very good on 


Big Green Lake, but otherwise fishing is 
slow there. Wlnnebago is giving up white 
bass and perch, but fishing is generally 
slow. The reefs on the west shore are 
reported to be the best bet. 


Trout fishing is especially good in the 


Antigo area. The fly fishing section of 
the Peshtigo is producing beautifully for

A crack field consisting of the nation's 


top outboard racing veterans will run for 
honors in the St. Louis World's Cham- 
pionship Grand Prix outboard races, Sat- 
urday and Sunday, Aug. 17-18 at Fcnton, 
Mo., a suburb of St. Louis. 


The factory teams of Evinrudc, John- 


son, and Mercury have been committed 
to tho race, the first time these famous 
factory squads have met head-on in this 
country since the beginning of the energy 
crisis. This means that name drivers like 
Jimbo McConncll, the Evinrudc ace; 
Johnny Sanders, the current world cham- 
pion on the Johnson team; and Mercu- 
ry's Bill Seebold, native son of St. Louis 
and naturally a home-town favorite, will 
be seeing action. 


Tho course lends itself particularly 


well to unlimited outboard racing. It's a 
snug, 1.2 mile odd-shaped oval, sur- 
rounded by the public land of George 
Winter County Park on a slough of the 
Mcramoc River. Spectator viewing is 


ideal from the close, high-banked shore- 
line. 


Average speeds exceeding BO miles an

New six cylinder engines and the new 


rotary combustion (Waiikel) engines will 
run in class OZ. Other classes running 
are U and SJ, governed by the rules of 
the co-sanctioning American Power Boat 
Association. Both classes carry single en- 
glnes up to 99.99 cubic inches in piston 
displacement, but have varied rules on 
engines and racing hulls, which puts SJ 
into tho sports outboard racing craft 
class, and U into the Unlimited division.

Some anglers continue to take white 


bass out of the_Fox River, almost its en- 
tire length, but the action is spotty, at 
best. 


If you'd like to journey to the Lake 


Superior area, you can enjoy excellent 
lake trout fishing and some good eating, 
as the raspberries and blueberries arc 
ripe and ready. 


Not the least of the reasons that Lake 


Superior lake trout fishing gets better ev- 
ery year is the decline of the sea lamp- 
rey. Fish and Wildlife officials released 
the results of their most recent sampling 
of Lake Superior waters and reported 
that the lamprey appears to be at a 
record low, perhaps as much as 90 per 
cent below the devastating year of 1961. 


Although stocking of lake trout will 


continue in Superior, officials reported 
that naturally produced trout now make 
up some six per cent of the annual catch. 


Other good news from the Canadian 


w e t l a n d s : The waterfowl breeding 
grounds ore the wettest since 1955, offi- 
cials say, which means that the young 
ducks will have ample opportunity to 
feed and grow healthy before they start 
their long migration south. 


A recent survey by the U.S. fish and 


Wildlife Service, the Canadian Wildlife 
Service and Ducks Unlimited found a 
record number of potholes, resulting 
from the heavy 1973 summer rains and 
tho heavy winter snowfall. Together, 
they produced ideal nesting habitat with 
just the right combination of water and 
vegetation. 


Overall waterfowl populations showed 


little change except for two important 
species highly prized by hunters. Mal- 
lards are down about 14 per cent from a 
year ago, but pintails are up 38 per cent. 


No estimates of the size of the fall 


flight will be made until later this month 
when a second survey willl have been 
completed. 


Largely however, hunters should be op- 


timistic, since the uncommonly wet 


breeding grounds have kept the birds in 
the Canadian prairies, from where they 
should migrate on time. Last year they 
abandoned the desert-dry prairie lands 
for the Northwest territories — and then 
flew off in the wrong 'direction for mid- 
western hunters.

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FAA proposals ripped 
Handicapped-traveler rules under fire 


WASHINGTON (UPl)-Propos«l fed- 


oral lately regulations for handicapped 
airline travelers, designed to allow them 
to get on more fUghU, still are under 
attack. 


At a briefing by the Federal Aviation 


Administration Monday, Uw proposals 
wore criticized by the National Para- 
plegia Foundation, a handicapped gov- 
crnmcnt official and a former U.S. solic- 
itor general and his disabled wife. 


FAA spokesmen said the rules wore 


necessary to assure that handicapped 
travelers could bo safely evacuated from 
airplanes during emergencies. 


The proposals were announced after 


publicized refusals of some airlines to 
servo wheelchair passengers on grounds 
they would need help in evacuating a 
plane in an emergency. 


THE PltOPOSAUS require a medical 


certificate that a handicapped traveler 


would not need any assistance, a limit on 
the number of disabled passengers on 
any one plane, special seating for the 
handicapped away from emergency exits 
and a ban on airlines rawing service to 
the blind or deaf. 


"If approved, the regulations would al- 


low air carriers to make discriminatory 
decisions as to a person's ability to func- 
tion in an emergency evacuation," said 
David Williamson, NPF executive direc- 
tor. 


"In addition, the regulations would al- 


low the carrier to determine the max- 
imum number of handicapped persons on 
a specific flight." 


Patricia Thobcn, in charge of hiring 


the handicapped for the Civil Service 
Commission, said she was twice refused 
flight tickets by different airlines on the 
same day because sho Is In a wheelchair. 


"I'm hard put to accept that disabled 


people, particularly the visibly disabled, 
have caused an accident," she said. 


THE PROPOSED rules define a handi- 


capped person as one "who may need 
the assistance of another person to ex- 
pcditiously move to an emergency exit in 
the event of an emergency evacuation." 
The definition is not clear on the status 
of the blind, deaf, aged, Infants and oth- 
ers who might need evacuation assis- 
tance. 


Erwin N. Griswold, former solicitor 


general of the United States, also said 
the seating requirements for handi- 
capped travelers ore "excessively com- 
plicated" and questioned the need for 
six-month renewal of medical state- 
ments. 


Mrs. Griswold, attending the briefing

I see no 
alternative other than lib removal from 
office." 


S.UI) YOUNG. "In effect, (the Presi- 


dent's statement) Is tantamount to an ad- 
mission that he did obstruct justice as 
charged ... and I would expect to vote 
to Impeach on this count." 


Young said ho "fully expects" the 


President to resign. Acknowledging wide- 
spread opinion In the Congress that a 
presidential resignation Is Imminent,. 
Crane said ho remains In favor of tho 
constitutional process of impeachment. 


Tho choice between resignation and re- 


moval through Impeachment and trial 
appeared to bo the only significant differ* 
cnce in viewpoint among even Nixon's 
staunchest supporters. 


CRANE AND YOUNG joined the flood- 


tide of congressmen estimating that a 
House vote for impeachment would now 
be "overwhelming," In Young's word. 
Crane estimated marc than -too of the 435 
members of the House now arc con- 
vinced that the President must be im- 
peached. 


Party leaders at the local level, who 


have been the frontline defenders of Nix- 
on, exhibited n reluctant but parallel 
vlow to those of Republicans In Washing- 
ton. 


Cook County Republican chairman 


Floyd Fulle, who Is also Maine Township 
commlttecman, declared, "I have been 
and still am a very strong Nixon sup- 
porter. I am opposed to Impeachment." 


But Fulle added, "In view of what's 


happened in the last 24 hours, however, I 
think he probably should resign." 


FULLE SAID HE believed tho Presi- 


dent thought h_> was doing the right thing 
in withholding information on Watergate, 
"and maybe he was In the long run." 


"But because the confidence has been 


lost generally among tho people, I think 
he should resign and we should allow 
him to retire and llvo out the rest of lifo 
In tranqullity."

Herald survey 
shows 71% ROW 
against Nixon

The people of the Northwest suburbs 


echoed the comments of public officials 
throughout the nation Tuesday and called 
for removal of President Nixon from of- 
fice. A Herald spot survey of 235 individ- 
uals Tuesday reveals: 


• Nearly 71 per cent of persons ques- 


tioned at 10 locations in the Northwest 
suburbs called for either impeachment 
or resignation of the President. 


• More than 47 per cent of the 235 


questioned favored resignation and more 
than 24 per cent'said Nixon should be 
impeached. 


• Only 15 per cent of persons ques- 


tioned said the president should remain 
in office and 14 per cent were undecided. 


NIXON WAS A favorite with Northwest 


suburban voters In 1972 and received a 
vote margin over Sen. George McGovern 
(D-S.D.), that was larger than the na- 
tional average. Nixon carried both Maine 
and Wheeling townships by nearly 30,000 
votes with a 5-to2 edge over McGovern. 
The president was elected with a 63 per 
cent plurality nationwide in November, 
1972. 


A breakdown of the local survey 


showed that: 57 persons favored im- 
peachment; 111 said .Nixon should re- 
sign; 37 called for Nixon to remain in

chairman of the fire, and police commis- 
sion. 
. CATLIN ADDED that persona of 
those races or sex were generally shorter 
and lighter than persons of other races 
or sex and so the court ruled the* stan- 
dards were discriminatory. 


In place of the standards, fire and po- 


lice commissioners'put "a person must 
have weight commensurate with height." 
He said persons still must be capable of 
passing the agility and other tests before 
becoming eligible for the department.

tance run. 


Catlin added candidates also must pass 


an examination by the police surgeon be- 
sides compiling good scores on written 
and oral tests and passing Interviews. 


Police Chief John O'Connell said candi- 


dates "must be able to fulfill the require- 
ments of the position which they were 
hired for." 


The rules Include firefighters because ' 


the commission will be overseeing fire 
personnel if the village assumes services 
supplied by the Hoffman Estates Fire 
Protection District. The transfer of ser- 
vices has been estimated to take about 
two months. 


IN CONNECTION with the sergeant's 


tests, commissioners will contract with 
Elmhurst Psychological and the Illinois 
Police Chiefs Service Bureau for written 


and oral examinations. Changes were 
made so validated tests would be given. 


There are presently 29 patrolmen eli- 


gible to take the tests. Tests have been 
tentatively scheduled for early October. 


It was established that candidates for 


sergeant score at least 70 on the written 
test before being able to take the oral 
test, in which they also must score 70. 


Written testa in the past had accounted 


for 45 per cent of the total score, but 
commissioners lowered that to 36 per 
cent and raised the oral scores to'35 per 
cent. Seniority still accounts for 10 per 
cent and efficiency 20 per cent. 


Raising the importance of oral tests 


would allow the commission to find ca- 
pable sergeants who have good lead- 
ership qualities and police work insight, 
Catlin said.

Forest Preserve District will acquire the 
needed land, the Metropolitan Sanitary 
District will pay for construction and the 
village will maintain the facility after it 
Is built. 


NO ACTION was taken by the village 


until Monday night because

were waiting for clarification of the vil- 
lage's maintenance responsibllty In the 
recreation areas. They said the village 
should maintain the reservoir, but not 
the adjacent recreation areas. 


The forest preserve district recently 


notified the village that it is willing to 
maintain those areas.

The MSD has said, however, that If 


federal money is not available, it will 
assume the entire cost of the $2.1 million 
facility. 


Soesbe said land acquisition could take 


from two months to two years, depending 
on the amount of resistance from proper- 
ty owners. Once the land is acquired, 
construction of the 260-million gallon re- 
servoir will take approximately four 
months. 


The reservoir is expected to be of par- 


ticular benefit to homeowners in Buffalo 
Grove, Wheeling and parts of unincorpo- 
rated Cook County.

The chamber said the plan, which calls 


for a planted, raised median in some 
places, would hurt business,.create traf- 
fic hazards, restrict business activity and 
development and create a maintenance 
problem for the village. 


VILLAGE OFFICIALS made several 


revisions in the plan, but it still was not 
acceptable to the chamber. 


Several officials and residents have 


said the chamber represents only a small 
portion of the business community and 
therefore, should not have influenced the 
state's decision. They said a small group 
should not be able to prevent something 
the village at-large favors. 


The village board several weeks ago 


sent a letter to the state asking that the 
beautlficatlon plan be approved despite 
opposition from the chamber. Residents 
also circulated petitions in favor of th'e 
plan and forwarded them to the state. 


In response to the state's rejection "of 


the plan, Village Pres. Gary Armstrong 
said, "I think the business community 
has been very shortsighted. I am very 
disappointed in them." 


The village board has authorized Arm- 


strong to send another letter, to the state 
asking that the village's proposal be re- 
considered.

Open school program 


Report suggests more study needed 


of student performance, community reaction

An evaluation of (he first year of the 


Individually Guided Education (IGE) 
program in School Dist. 96 made In June. 
1973 suggests additional studies of stu- 
dent performance and community atti- 
tudes townrd the open school curriculum. 


The evaluation was made by Stephen 


Jurs, a professor at Iho University of 
Toledo and an expert in testing and mea- 
surement procedures. Jura also surveyed 
the attitudes of teachers just prior to the 
implementation of IGE In December, 
1972. 


The existence of the reports was first 


learned last month after a call at a Dist. 
96 Board of Education meeting by a resi- 
dent for an outside assessment of the 
IGE program. 


The Herald could not obtain access to 


the reports until this week when Dist. 96 
Supt Wllllnm liltzcman returned from 
vacation. 


liltzcman explained that the eval- 


uations were Internal evaluations of how 
well the teaching staff was adapting In 
IGE methods of operation. Ho said the 
report* were not intentionally concealed 
from the public at the time they were 


made, but were not particularly publi- 
cized because they were considered to bo 
personnel evaluations including material 
of a delicate nature about certain individ- 
ual staff members. • 
• TUB IGE clrriculum Li a largely self- 
directed open school type of program 
adopted In 1072 by the district, which 
serves Iho Lake County section of Buf- 
falo Grove and Long Grove. This school 
year will mark the third year of the five- 
ycnr Implementation schedule. 


The purpose of the survey of teacher 


attltudcti made in December, 1972 as 
stated by Jurs in tho introduction was to 
"examine the perceptions of the faculty 
during the initial stages of program im- 
plementation." 


The teacher attitude survey indicates 


teachers wcro beginning to use IGE 
methods such 01 drawing up instruc- 
tional objectives, team teaching and giv- 
ing prc-and post-tests for units. Tho sur-. 
voy concludes that, on the whole, the 
teachers liked the IGE program at that 
time. 


Tho June, 1973 report states that teach- 


ers felt at least half the district objec- 
tives for Implementing the IGE program 
had been met In tho tint year. Those' 


objectives 'besides adopting the IGE 
teaching methods Included setting up 
lines of communication between teachers 
In each building, teachers in other build- 
ings and'administrators, discussing IGE 
with .parents, .using teacher-student con- 
ferences and encouraging students to se-, 
lect their own learning objectives and ac- 
tivities. 


COMMENTS FROM teachers included 


In the June report indicate teachers were 
pleased with the communication network 
and believed students were adjusting 
well to the IGE program. 


Lack of materials, space and teacher 


aides and volunteers to help in the class- 
room were most often mentioned by 
teachers as weaknesses of tho IGE pro- 
gram in the first year. 


Jurs concluded in the report that "the 


major impediment'to tho staff at this 
point Is. merely time." He recommended 
that similar studies be conducted later to 
assess student performance in the IGE 
program and community feelings about 
the curriculum. 


"The student outcomes that seem to 


need attention are the academic skills, 
self-concepts and Independence which 
IGE claims to help," Jura said. 


He s u g g e s t e d that standardized 


achievement tests be analyzed to see' 
whether the tests conformed to the learn- 
ing objectives set up for Dist. 96 stu- 
dents, saying that low scores could be 
the result of testing problems rather than 
curriculum problems. Also, Jurs sug- 
gested that student opinion about the pro- 
gram be measured. 


JURS RECOMMENDED a telephone 


survey of Dist. 96'residents on their atti- 
tudes toward IGE If the administration,' 
felt such a survey would be desirable. 


Hitzeman told The Herald Tuesday 


that Jurs .or some other outside con- 
sultant would be asked to. evaluate the 
entire IGE program sometime this year. 
Hitzeman and Dist. 96 Assistant Supt. 
Ronald Warwick'said they would favor 
Including a community opinion-survey in 
the study.

Crane, Young favor impeachment; 
GOP leaders seek resignation

Suburban Republican leaden from the 


township level to the U.S. Congress stood 
nearly unanimous yesterday In the ex- 
pectation that tho removal of an Ameri- 
can President, for tho first time in his- 
tory, Is at hand. 


U.S. Representatives Philip M. Crane 


and Samuel II. Young, who both had de- 
ferred judgment on President Nixon 
pending the House Impeachment hearing, 
attrcod yesterday that the President had 
admitted guilt of an Impcachablo of- 
feme. 


"Tho President's statement." said 


Crime, "clearly and Incontrovcrtlbly in- 
dicates obstruction of justice. I see no 
alternative other than his removal from 
office." 


SAID YOUNG. "In effect, (the Prcsl- 


dent's statement) is tantamount to an ad- 
mission that he did obstruct justice as 
charged ... and I would expect to vote 
to impeach on this count." 


Young said ho "fully expects" tho 


President to resign. Acknowledging wide- 
spread opinion in tho Congress that a 
presidential resignation is imminent, 
Crano said he remains in favor of the 
constitutional process of Impeachment. 


Tho choice between resignation and re- 


moval through Impeachment and trial 
appeared to be tho only significant differ- 
ence In viewpoint among even Nixon's 
stnunchcst supporters.

CtlANE AND YOUNG joined tho flood- 


tide of congressmen estimating that a 
House vote for Impeachment would now 
be "overwhelming," in Young's word. 
Crano estimated more than 400 of the 435 
members of tho House now arc con- 
vinced that the President must be im- 
peached. 


Party leaders at the local level, who 


have been the frontline defenders of Nix- 
on, exhibited a reluctant but parallel 
view to those of Republicans in Washing- 
ton.

Nixon carried both Maine 
and Wheeling townships by nearly 30,000 
votes with a 5-to-2 edge over McGovern. 
The president was elected with a 63 per

City shelves plans to annex 
Waycinden Park area

Immediate plans for the possible an- 


nexation of the Waycindon Park area 
havo been delayed, sold Mayor Herbert 
Bchrel. 
.During his regular weekly press con- 
ference Tuesday, Bchrel said cost esti- 
mates for purchasing tho water and sow- 
er system in the unlncorpoatod neighbor- 
hood on tho city's west side were too 
high to be paid off through rate increases 
to the 533 homes In the area.

DEHREL SAID the city had hoped to

water system in the Pleasant Manor sub- 
division, and U took about nine years to 
pay off," he said. 


Bchrel said the same technique cannot

Members of tho Elk Grove Township 


Dist. SO Board of Education are keeping 
mysteriously quiet about what was con- 
sidered by somo as a "slap on tho wrist" 
for one of the district's top adminis- 
trators. 


Tho board, while voting to give district 


administrators pay raises averaging 13 
per cent, went against Supt. James Er- 
viti's recommendation and gave Erwin 
Stevenson, assistant superintendent for 
instruction, only a 5 per cent pay raise. 


Tho board voted 4 to 2 on an amended 


motion which gave substantial raises to 
all district administrators with tho ex- 
ception of Stevenson. Board members 
Judith Zanca, Paul Kucharski, Avis Wold 
and Emil Bahnmalor voted for tho 
amendment. Board Pros. Gerald Smiley 
and member Al Domanaco voted against 
tho amendment. Member Charles Knaup 
did not attend tho meeting. 


THOSE WHO voted against giving Ste- 


venson anything more than a S per cent 
raise, which was given to all adminis- 
trators as of July 1, refused to comment 
on tho reason for their vote when con- 
tacted by Tho Herald. 


"I think the action ipeaks for Itself," 


sold Bahnmaier. "I'd rather not com- 


mcnt. I think tho action Is harsh enough 
as it Is." 


Zanca and Kucharski also refused to 


comment on tho matter. Mrs. Wold could 
not bo reached for comment. 


The board voted in April to give all 


administrators a $ per cent pay raise 
with another salary review and possible 
raise to come later. Tho vote came, 
somo observers say, as a "compromise" 
among board members at the height of 
clamor for tho removal of Ervitl as su- 
perintendent. Sources said the 5 per cent 
ralso was decided on until tho con- 
troversy between Ervitl and district prin- 
cipals was resolved. 


THE BOARD has not yet taken action

Ervitl had recommended a near 14 per 


cent total raise for Stevenson which 
would have raised his salary from last 
year'* 925,300 to 128,840. Instead, tho S 
per cent raise brings Stevenson's salary 
to 128,865.

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Discipline 
a sticky 
problem at 
Maryville

In recent pubic hearings on Mary- 


ville Academy in Des Plaines, the 
staff was criticized for failing to su- 
pervise and effectively discipline the 
students. Critics attribute the prob- 
lems to a lack of financial and per- 
sonal guidance from the Illinois 
Dept. of Children and Family Ser- 
vices. 


Local police officials term their 


relationship with the Maryville staff 
excellent, but said the academy 
needs "more manpower." Mount 
Prospect Police Chief Ralph Doney 
also suggested more restrictions on 
the youngsters. 


"I realize they're not in there for 


penal reasons — It is a foster home 
situation," he said. "They certainly 
have every right to go and come, but 
I do believe they need tighter secur- 
ity." 


Increased financial support from 


the state will enable Maryville to 
hire more staff workers, but the Rev. 
John Smyth, director of the acade- 
my, questions whether staffing Is an 
answer. 


"OUR AIM IS not to be one on one. 


We want these kids to be Independent 
and they can't be independent If 
we're babying them," he said. 


The Rev. Thomas Hinterberger, 


Maryville assistant director, said 
most Maryville students are com- 
pletely on their own once they gradu- 
ate from high school. "We push the 
kids to work so they will be able to 
s u p p o r t themselves after high 
school," he said. "Most kids In tho 
community ore not under that pres- 
sure. For Maryville students, it's a 
matter of survival." 


Maryville critics also point out 


what they term a lack of discipline 
brought' about by the state's ban on 
corporal punishment. Father Hlnler- 
btrger said the academy runs on "a

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New learning 
disabilities 
teachers set 


The Elk Grave Township Dial. 59 


Board of Education has decided to hire 
additional learning disabilities teachers 
for the coming school year. 


Tho board voted unanimously to hire 


two learning disabilities teachers, a tea- 
cher and aldo for a special learning 
problems class and a half-time teacher 
to coordinate the learning disabilities 
program, after learning from their attor- 
ney the additional staff was required to 
meet state requirements. 


Tho board voted 3 to 3 at its last meet- 


ing not to hire the additional staff re- 
quested by the district administration, 
saying It wanted to wall until a legal def- 
inition of what special education services 
It must provide. 


The board had been under some pres- 


sure from district parents to hire the ad- 
ditional staff. 


Supt. James Ervltl earlier had sold the 


administration requested the additional 
teachers after more youngsters with 
learning problems were Identified In a 
screening program this spring. 


"When wo first drew up the budget, we 


thought wo would have adequate Instruc- 
tion with the smaller staff," he said. 
"Now that we identified more children, 
wo recommend the Increase." 


Tho district currently has 17 full-time 


and one part-tlmo teacher for students 
with learning disabilities. 


Some board members had questioned 


tho Increase In staff, since district enroll- 
ment is dropping. Ervltl sold tho de- 
creasing enrollment doesn't always mean 
decreasing numbers of special education 
children. 


City awaiting

Richardson said tho CTA representa- 


tives asked about industrial operations 
within tho city, tho number of persons 
who travel to Onkton Community College 
and other areas which might need mass 
transportation. 


RICHARDSON' SAID ho did not know If 


the CTA proposal would contain a de- 
tailed cost estimate, but he Indicated tho 
report will probably Include some finan- 
cial Information concerning tho extension 
of service to DCS Plalncs. 


NOrTRAN officials have estimated it 


will cost DCS Plaines at least 124,000 to 
Join tho district.

p o s i t i v e reinforcement system" 
where students are awarded privi- 
leges'based on their behavior. Tho 
top level allows students almost un- 
limited privileges, while the bottom 
level Is very restrictive. 


Police officials lament the ban on 


corporal punishment, but said tho 
level system docs carry somo weight 
with the students. 


"I think if Father Smyth is allowed 


to use corporal punishment, he Isn't 
going to beat the hell out of the kids," 
said Dct. Kenneth Zschah of Mount 
Prospect police. "On the other hand, 
If a kid is reduced a level it means 
something to him if not to the pub- 
lic." 


THE DETECTIVE SAID Smyth 


follows a "get-tough policy" of re- 
ferring second offenders to the Juve- 
nile court system. He also added that 
a staff member is at tho police sta- 
tion In a "matter of minutes when- 
ever we get a child from Maryville." 


The problems at Maryville — 


which evolved over a period of years 
— are not likely to bo solved over- 
night. Father Hlntcrbergcr said there 
have been several major changes 
since the state began purchasing ser- 
vices there in the mld-1960's. 


"Until recently, our program was 


basically the same as It has been for 
years," he said. "The only real- dif- 
ference is 09 per cent of the kids arc 
wards of tho state and we're finan- 
cially dependent on that Income." 


Youngsters also are 
spending 


shorter lengths of time at Maryville 
than they did previously, Father Ilin- 
tcrbcrgcr said. 


"We still have some Wds who've 


been with us six or seven years, but 
now most arc averaging stays of ap- 
proximately 2'4 years," he sold. "I 
don't know what the average stay 
will be in the future."

state agencies relating to operation 
of the facility, noting that testimony 
indicated that a lack of money and 
community resources is hindering 
the Maryville program. The acade- 
my later received an increase in 
funding from the Illinois Dept. of 
Children and Family Services. 


Commission recommendations also 


Included specializing the Maryville 
program and enforcing stricter rules. 
The report also called for greater su- 
pervision of students by the Mary- 
ville staff. 


TURNOVER AMONG staff also is 


greater than in the days when the 
children were cared for exclusively 
by nuns. Hlnterberger noted that 
"not that many people are entering 
religious orders" and lay people 
don't have the motivation to stick 
with the job. 


"It's a tough Job with a lot of emo- 


tional involvement and hassles," he 
said. "The hours 'are long, the pay 
Isn't that high and after a period of 
time, it gets to some people." 


Father Hlnterberger said Mary- 


ville asks at least one year's com- 
mittment from staff members, but 
"we hope they'll stay for two years." 


In caller years, when student popu- 


lation was In the thousands, the 
Maryville staff provided a basic 


room and board service. Father Hin- 
terberger said in recent years, social 
and psychological services have been 
added to the program. 


Father Smyth and representatives 


of Children and Family 
Services 


deny that Maryville is being phased 
out of existence. Marshall Sedor, pro- 
gram director of the state agency, 
said the state has "no plans to close 
Maryville. The overall aim of the de- 
p a r t m e n t is to see that in- 
stitutionalized care is used as a spe- 
cialized resource." 


MARYVILLE 
OPERATES 
two 


programs — a temporary care cen- 
ter for severely disturbed children 
and a temporary shelter care pro- 
gram for youngsters temporarily ex- 
cluded from their families. 


The temporary care center is de- 


signed for young boys in need of psy- 
chiatric diagnosis. The youngsters 
are at the center for 60 days and are 
evaluated for referral to more spe- 
cialized institutions. 


Boys in the program are housed 


separately from the rest of the stu- 
dents and receive a range of services' 
Including individual counseling, fami- 
ly counseling, remedial education,.a 
work program and recreation. There 
are no plans to expand .the program 
in the future, Sedor said. 


. Temporary shelter care — the 
backbone of the Maryville program 
— is designed for children "thrown 
out because the family can't handle 
the situation for one reason or anoth- 
er," Sedor said. It is in this area that 
Maryville. will be concentrating in 
the future, he added. 


Father Hintcrberger noted that 


Maryvllle's purpose has remained 
the same despite the changes in ap- 
proach. 


"The whole idea is to enable these 


kids to move out on their own some- 
day," he said.

A DCS Plnlnes.bn.icd trade association 


is among nine groups that have been 
challenged by the Federal Trade Com- 
mission (FTC) on claims they have 
made concerning energy conservation. 


Recreational Vehicle Institute, Inc. 


(RV1), 2720 Des Plalncs Avc., DCS 
Plalncs; two other trade associations, 
three West Coast car dealers and tho na- 
tion's three largest automakers worn 
challenged by tho FTC. Generally, the 
complaints charge the various organiza- 
tions with making claims without proof 
to back them up. 


Six of tho organizations, Including RVI 


already have provisional consent orders 
for tho complaints agreeing to stop using 
tho claims. 


THE FTC complaint stated that RVI. 


prepared advertising material which 
stated, "You use less than one-fourth tho 
energy you normally use at home," that 
"If only half of the families in the United 
States would take a motor homo, travel 


trailer . . . and go to a campround or 
camping resort for two weeks our (ener- 
gy) worries would be over." The com- 
mission also charged RVI claimed that 
gas mileage for recreational vehicles 
was about the same as for a late model 
passenger car.

. The FTC said that RVI did not have a 
reasonable basis to support Its state- 
ments at the time tho claims were first 
made last summmcr. 


However, a spokesman for tho associ- 


ation said they did have the supporting 
material, but not when the claims were 
first made. • 


"I had received verbal statements 


from a number of different sources when 
we first started the campaign, and later 
when tho FTC started their.Inquiry we 
obtained written confirmation of the ma- 
terial, but they contended we did not 
have tho material when wo first started 
tho program," raid Paul Dupre of RVI. , 


OUPRE, WHO referred to the FTC u> 


vcstlgators as a "bunch of long-hair 
creeps — those government lawyers," 
said RVI has no intent to use the cam- 
paign again. 


According to the-FTC, the consent or- 


der prohibits RVI from using the claims 
unless they have statistically valid tests 
or surveys available for public in- 
spection.' 


"The overall purpose of the order is to 


ensure that any energy-related claims 
' made to the purchasing public In promot- 


ing the sale or use of recreational ve- 
hicles, are supported by a reasonable 
basis at the time they are made and con-, 
tain disclosures sufficient to tell con- 
sumers the conditions under which ener- 
gy 'savings are obtained," the commis- 
sion said. •

Public, Congress agree: Nixon must leave 


Crane, Young favor impeachment; 
GOP leaders seek resignation 


by HOD LAHEY 


Suburban Republican leaders from the 


township level to the U.S. Congress stood 
nearly unanimous yesterday in the ex- 
pcctatlon that tho removal of an Ameri- 
can President, for the first time In his- 
tory, Is at hand. 


U.S. Representatives Philip M. Crane 


and Samuel II. Young, who both had de- 
ferred Judgment on President Nixon 
pending the Mouse impeachment hearing, 
agreed yesterday that tho President hod 
admitted guilt of an Impcnchablo of- 
fen<e. 


"The President's statement," said 


Crane, "clearly and Incontrovertlbly in- 
dicates obstruction of justice. I sec no 
alternative other than his removal from 
office." 


SAID YOUNG. "In effect, (the Presi- 


dent's statement) is tantamount to an ad- 
mission that he did obstruct justice as 
charged ... and I would expect to vote 
to Impeach on this count." 


Young Mid ho "fully expects" the 


President to resign. Acknowledging wide- 
spread opinion In tho Congress that a 
presidential resignation Is imminent, 
Crane said ho remains In favor of tho 
constitutional process of Impeachment. 


Tho choice between resignation and re- 


moval through Impeachment and trial 
appeared to bo the only significant differ- 
ence in viewpoint among oven Nixon's 
staunchcst supporters. 


CUANE AND YOUNG joined the flood- 


tide of congressmen estimating that a 
House voto for Impeachment would now 
be "overwhelming," In Young's word. 
Crane estimated more than 400 of the 435 
members of tho House now are con- 
vinced that tho President must bo im- 
peached. 


Party leaders at the local level, who 


have been the frontline defenders of Nix- 
on, exhibited a reluctant but parallel 
viow to those of Republicans in Washing- 
ton. 


Cook County 'Republican chairman 


Floyd Fullc, who Is also Maine Township 
commlttecmnn, declared, "I have been 
and still am a very strong Nixon sup- 
porter. I am opposed to impeachment." 


But Fullc added, "In view of what's 


happened in the last 24 hours, however, I 
think he probably should resign." 


FULLE SAID HE believed the Presi- 


dent thought he was doing the right thing 
in withholding Information on Watergate, 
"and maybe he was In the long run." 


"But because the confidence has been 


lost generally among the people, I think 
ho should resign and wo should allow 
him to retire and live 'out the rest of life 
in tranquility."

"Any party leader wants to protect his

Herald survey 
shows 71% now 
against Nixon

The people of the Northwest suburbs 


echoed the comments of public officials 
throughout the nation Tuesday and called 
for removal of President Nixon from of- 
fice. A Herald spot survey of 233 individ- 
uals Tuesday reveals: 


• Nearly 71 per cent of persons ques- 


tioned at 10 locations in .the Northwest 
suburbs called for either impeachment- 
or resignation of the President. 


• More than 47 per cent of the 235 


questioned favored resignation and more 
than 24 per cent said Nixon-should be 
impeached. 


• Only 15 per cent of persons ques- 


tioned said the president should remain 
in office and 14 per cent were undecided. 


NIXON WAS A favorite with Northwest 


suburban voters in 1972 and received a 
vote "margin over Sen. George McGovern 
(D-S.D.), that was larger than the na- 
tional average. Nixon carried both Maine 
and Wheeling townships by nearly 30,000 
votes with a 5-to-2 edge over McGovern. 
Tho president was elected with a 63 'per. 
cent plurality nationwide in-November, 
1072. 


A breakdown of the local survey 


showed that: 57 persons favored im- 
peachment; 111 said Nixon should re- 
sign; 37 called for Nixon to remain in

13% pay hike for school 
officials, he gets only 5%

Members of the Elk Grovo Township 


Dist. 59 Board of Education arc keeping 
mysteriously quiet about what was con- 
sidered by some as a "slap on tho wrist" 
for ono of tho district's top adminis- 
trator*. 


The board, while voting to give district 


administrators pay raises averaging 13 
per cent, went' against Supt. James Er- 
vtti'fl recommendation and gave Erwin 
Stevenson, assistant superintendent for 
instruction, only o 5 per cent pay raise. 


Tho board voted 4 to 2 on an amended 


motion which gavo substantial raises to 
nil district administrators with the ex- 
ception of Stevenson. Board members 
Judith Zanca. Paul Kuchareki, Avis Wold 
and Emll Bahnmalor voted for tho 
amendment. Board Pro. Gerald Smiley 
and member Al Domanaco voted against 
tho amendment, Member Charles Knaup 
did not attend the meeting. 


THOSE WHO voted against giving Ste- 


venson anything more than a 5 per cent 
raise, which was given to all adminis- 
trators as of July 1, refused to comment 
on the reason for their vote when con- 
tacted by The Herald. 


"I think the action (peaks for Itself," 


said Bahnmalor. "I'd rather not com- 


ment. I think tho action is harsh enough 
as It Is." 


Zancn and Kucharskl also refused to 


comment on tho matter. Mrs. Wold could 
not bo reached for comment. 


Tho board voted in April to givo all 


administrators. a 5 per cent pay raise 
with another salary review and possible 
raise to come later. The voto came, 
some observers say, as a "compromise" 
among board members at the height of 
clamor for tho removal of Ervltl as su- 
perintendent. Sources said the 5 per cent 
raise was decided on until the con- 
troversy between Ervltl and district prin- 
cipals was resolved. 


THE BOARD has not yet taken action 


regarding a further salary review or pay 
increase for Ervltl. 


Stevenson has had several "run ins" 


with some board members. At least on 
one occasion, Stevenson became involved 
In heated discussions at board meetings 
with board members over educational is* 
sues. 


Ervitl had recommended a near 14 per 


cent total raise for Stevenson which • 
would havo raised his salary from last 
year's $25,300 to $28,840, Instead, the 5 
per cent raise brings Stevenson's salary 
to $26,565. 


Winn said Palumbo Contracting, suc- 


cessful bidder for the first phase of ex- 
cavation work and construction is near- 
ing completion of the first phase of it he 
project, excavation of a 589-acre basin in 
the Ned Brown preserve.

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A Township halves 
sewer fee; law 
changes approved

Elk Orovo Township auditors approved 


several changes to-tho township sanitary 
sewer ordinance, Including a rate reduc- 
tion for homeowners along tho sewer 
line. 


Changes will take effect 10 days after 


they are published, Township Supervisor 
Richard M. Hall said. Publication prob- 
ably will bo next week, no said. The 
auditors approved tho changes, which 
also included clarifying language in 
three articles, Monday night, subject to 
review by Township Atty. Frank Hlnes. 


According to Iho approved changes, 


homeowners along township sanitary 
sewer lines will bo charged half of what 
they're now paying, a reduction from « 
to 12 a month. 


Hall said tho lower rote Is more In lino 


with what other townships are charging 
for tho same service. Elk Grovo Town- 
ship originally set Its rato after obscrv- 
ing another township charging $4 a 
month, Hall said. However, that other 
township was collecting tho money to re- 
tiro bonds, and as soon as the bonds 
were retired, tho township would reduce 
its rates ho said. 


THE MONEY Elk Grovo Township re- 


ceives from homeowners is "a relatively 


small part" of the income generated 
from the sewer system. The bulk of tho 
money comes from businesses, Hall said. 
Money received goes into the sewer fund, 
which is .supposed to bo self-sustaining, 
he said. 


However, to get the fund started last 


year, tho board of auditors approved 
lending $10,000 from the township fund to 
tho sewer fund. Monday night, the audi- 
tors approved paying 14,000 of that back. • 


The township Is preparing to take over 


a section of sewer along HIggtns Road, 
from Oakton Street to Ropollo Creek. 
That section Is connected to five restau- 
rants, two gas stations and an office 
building. However, the land the business- 
es are located on and the sewer are part 
of an estate left by Lewis Gauger, who 
died in 1870. Tho estate Is still In probate 
court. 


The businesses have recently paid for 


the sower to be cleaned. They were 
threatened with closing two years ago If 
the sewer wasn't brought up to Metro- 
politan Sanitary District standards. Tho 
township Intervened and collected $1,000 
from each business to pay for 'the clean- 
ing. The township will asuine responsi- 
blity for maintaining the sewer once tho 
estate Is settled.

Larsen Equipment Co. received tho contract with the low 


bid of $2,244. Board members hope the chalkboards will help 
solve accoustical problems in the classroom areas of tho 
school. 


Board member Al Domanlco voted against accepting the 


bid, saying ho preferred to wait until accoustical studies of 
the building are complete before taking any measures to 
solve the noise problem.

The auditors also passed a second resolution, stating the 


townships Involved should "unite behind a single attorney. 
Elk Grove Township strongly recommends Richard A. Cow- 
en." 


"It's Important that we have one attorney and the best 


possible, who knows about township governments and what 
goes an here," Hall said. Cowen Is attorney for Wheeling and 
Palatine townships.

"This will bo the best $730 wo ever spent," Hall told tho 


auditors before tho vote. 


Hall said he disagreed with O'Brien's decision that the 


county treasurer can do a better job of collecting taxes than 
township collectors. "But that's Irrelevant," Hall said. 
"There is no reason to eliminate an elected official." Hall 
said O'Brien "was legislating, not adjudicating." 


Hall said the collector Is "a very Important position. If a

Decision looms this week 
Major renovation planned 
for Palatine High School

' A decision to remodel or demolish part 
of Palatine High School may come 
Thursday during the next meeting of. the 
High School Dist. 211 Board of Educa- 
tion. 
' •' 


The board met as a committee of the 


whole Monday to discuss architects' 
plans for renovation of the oldest high 
school building In the district. The board 
also discussed additions for the district's 
other four schools and methods of financ- 
ing its sixth high .-school, scheduled to 
open In 1977 in the Winston Park subdivi- 
sion of Palatine. 


Several board members said Monday 


they are anxious to move ahead on the 
building projects for the district's schools 
by calling for a bond referendum In Oc- 
tober and awarding construction' con- 
tracts for the projects later this year. 


BOARD MEMBERS examined .three 


plans for the renovation of Palatine High 
School. Each of the plans would-add a 
swimming pool to the school. 
. One plan calls for remodeling of Pala- 
tine at a cost of about $5.5 million. Under 
the second plan' the oldest part of the 
school, built In 1929, would be demolished 
and rebuilt at a cost of about $7 million. 
The third plan also calls for demolition 
of the 1929 portion but the school would 
then be transformed into a three-year 
vocational high school at a cost of about 
$9 million. 
> • 


Reconstruction of the building under 


each of the plans would take about'two 
years to .complete, according to'archi- 
tects. Palatine is the district's smallest 
school with a capacity of 1,600 students. 


The 1929 portion of the building con- 


tains Cutting Hall, an auditorium which 
seats 450 and has been the scene of 


school performances for years. Public 
sentiment may be an important factor In 
the decision to demolish that part of the 
school. Board Prcs. Robert Creek said 
recently, "What's Cutting Hall worth In 
terms of nostalgia? I suspect it's worth 
something." 


Other building projects now being con- 


sidered by the board include an addition 
to Schaumburg High School, Including a 
swimming pool, auditorium, shops for 
vocational education, more cafeteria 
space and more classrooms. The cost is 
estimated at $5 million. 


AUDITORIUMS FOR Fremd' and Co- 


nant high schools and swimming pools at 
Fremd, Conant and Hoffman Estates 
high schools would • cost s total of .$4.9 
million. Minor remodeling and. repairs 
planned for Fremd. High School would 
cost about $1.5 million and construction 
of a warehouse for the district would cost 
about $400,000. 


Board members feel they need an addi- 


tional $5 million to the $9 million they 
have on hand for the construction of the 
sixth high school. 


The total cost of all the building proj- 


ects comes to about $22 million which 
would have to be financed through a 
bond referendum. Board members have 


• tentatively scheduled the referendum for . 
Oct. 19 but have yet to make the final 
decision on all the projects. 


The decision has been delayed while 


the district hai waited for approval of ( 
funds from the Illinois Capital Devel- 
opment Board for construction of the 
sixth high school. Board members have 
now received word that the district quali- 
fies for about $4.6 million in state funds 
for the school but they are still not sure

Public, Congress agree: Nixon must leave 


Crane, Young favor impeachment; 
GOP leaders seek resignation

Suburban Republican leaders from the 


township level to the U.S. Congress stood 
nearly unanimous yesterday in the ex- 
pectation that the removal of an Ameri- 
can President, for the first time in his- 
tory, Is at hand. 


US. Representatives Philip M. Crane 


and Samuel H. Young, who both had de- 
ferred judgment on President Nixon 
pending the House Impeachment hearing, 
agreed yesterday that the President had 
admitted guilt of an Impcachable of- 
fense. 


"The President's statement," said 


Crane, "clearly and Incontrovcrtlbly In- 
dicates obstruction of justice. I see no 
alternative other than his removal from 
office." 


SAID YOUNG. "In effect, (the Presi- 


dent's statement) Is tantamount to an ad- 
mission that he did obstruct justice as 
charged ... and I would expect to vote 
to impeach on this count." 


Young said ho "fully expects" the 


President to resign. Acknowledging wide- 
spread opinion in the Congress that a 
presidential resignation Is imminent, 
Crane said ho remains In favor of the 
constitutional process of impeachment. 


The choice between resignation and re- 


moval through Impeachment and trial 
appeared to be the only significant differ- 
ence In viewpoint among even Nixon's 
staunchest supporters. 


CRANE AND YOUNG joined the Hood- 


tide of congressmen estimating that a 
House vote for Impeachment would now 
bo "overwhelming," In Young's word. 
Crane estimated more than 400 of the 435 
members of the House now are con- 
vinced that the President must be im- 
peached.

The president was elected with a 63 per 
cent plurality nationwide in November,

Public works chief fifth 
department head to quit

A news analysis 


James C. Bennett, public works direc- 


tor, has become the fifth Palatine de- 
partment head to resign since the Re- 
publicans swept the 1073 village elec- 
tion, on a platform calling for change in 
village operations. 


Official reasons for the resignation of 


fire out of seven department heads vary 
from "requested" to career advance- 
ment to dissatisfaction with the new vil- 
lage administration and elected officials. 


In addition to the department heads, 


there havo been approximtcly 20 resigna- 
tions or firings of other village employes 
since the Republicans took office 18 
months ago. The turnover Is double that 
experienced In 1071 and 1072 when 12 em- 
ployes left their positions with the vil- 
lage. 


"Palatine Is going through some grow- 


ing pains," said Village Pres. Wendell E. 
Jones, who headed the Republican ticket 
in 1973. "The fact the electorate so over- 
whelmingly asked for change made some 
people think they should not continue. 
They had one foot In the old adminis- 
tration and one foot in the new adminis- 
tration and they felt uncomfortable." 


JONES ADMITS that hostilities be- 


twccn department heads and elected offi- 
cials have played a rolo In some of the 
resignations Including those of Robert R. 
Centner as police chief, Bcrton G. Braun 
as village manager and Richard A. Daw- 
son as director of environmental health. 


Trustee Fred H. Zazonc, the lone Vil- 


lage Independent Party board member, 
places the blame for all of the resigna- 
tions squarely on the shoulders of the Re- 


publicans, who he feels are "trying to 
build a political base." 


"These people (department heads) are 


being made uncomfortable and deprived 
of their responsibilities and authority," 
said Zajonc. "They are not receiving di- 
rection from the trustees or village man- 
ager. They are not acquainted with new 
policies and are being circumvented In 
new personnel decisions. Their con- 
fidence and security In the future' Is 
being destroyed." 


"The people may have wanted a 


change but did they want a completely 
political organization?" asks Zajonc. "It 
was predictable right from the beginning 
If these people (the Republicans) came 
In they would remove everyone." The 
Republicans defeated every Village Inde-

Decision looms this week 
Major renovation for Palatine High? 


by KATIIERINE BOYCE 


A decision to remodel or demolish part 


of Palatine High School may come 
Thursday during the next meeting of the 
High School Dlst. 211 Board of Educa- 
tion. 
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The board met as a committee of tho 


whole Monday to discuss architects' 
plans for renovation of the oldest high 
school building in tho district. The board 
also discussed additions for the district's 
other four schools and methods of financ- 
ing Its sixth high school, scheduled to 
open In 1077 In tho Winston Park subdivi- 
sion of Palatine. 


Several board members said Monday 


they are anxious to move ahead on tho 
building projects for the district's schools 
by calling for a bond referendum In Oc- 
tober and awarding construction con- 
tracts for the projects later this year. 


BOARD MEMBERS examined three 


plans for tho renovation of Palatine High 
School. Each of tho plans would add a 
swimming pool to tho school. 


Ono plan calls for remodeling of Pala- 


tine at a cost of about $5.5 million. Under 
the second plan the oldest part of the 
school, built In 1029, would be demolished 
and rebuilt at a cost of about $7 million. 
The third plan also calls for demolition 
of tho 1929 portion but the school would 
then be transformed Into a three-year 


vocational high school at a cost of about 
so million. 


Reconstruction of the building under 


each of the plans would take about two 
years to complete, according to archi- 
tects. Palatine Is the district's smallest 
school with n capacity of 1,600 students. 


Tho 1929 portion of the building con- 


tains Cutting Hall, an auditorium which 
scots 450 and'has been the scene of 
schcol performances for years. Public 
sentiment may be an Important factor In 
tho decision to demolish that part of the 
school. Board Pres. Robert Creek said 
recently, "What's Cutting Hall worth In 
terms of nostalgia? I suspect It's worth 
something." 


Other building projects now being con- 


sidered by the board include an addition 
to Schaumburg High School, Including a 
swimming pool, auditorium, shops for 
vocational education, more cafeteria 
space and more classrooms. The cost la 
estimated at $5 million.

tion In Skokie. "He was offered several 
more thousand from Skokie and it was a> 
career opportunity he could not turn 
down," said Jones, stating he felt Hibncr 
and tho new board had worked well to- 
gether. 


RICHARD A. DAYVSON left as Pala- 


tine's director of environmental health In 
June to accept a position with a firm In 
Tucson, Arli. Oawson had been recm- 
ployed by the Republican village board 
despite opposition from Trustees Bryan

and had seen his department's budget 
drastically reduced. 


"No one was after Jim Bennett We 


like him and I don't think anyone on the 
board wanted him to resign," said Jones. 
Bennett would not comment on rumors of 
ill feelings between himself and Harwlg. 
The only official reason he has given for 
resigning is "I want to do something 
else." Bennett would not elaborate on his 
future plans but said ho has not accepted 
a position with another village. 


"Tho board wan's to modernize and 


upgrade delivery of service in tho village 
and evidently Jim did not feel comfort- 
able with that," said Jones, stating there 
may have been communication problems 
between Harwig and Bennett and dis- 
satisfactions on Bennett's part with a re- 
cent reorganization.' 


"Any time you have a shakeup of the

going to have some resignations," said 


Jones. "Change is difficult for many 
peop\e.

Zajonc and Jones agree the turnover of 


village employes may become a cam- 
paign issue in the 1978 village elections. 


Jajonc said several persons have ex-'

JONES DOESN't see the turnover be-

"It (the turnover) is unfortunate be- 


cause we arc losing a lot of expertise but 
I don't think there has been any decrease 
in village services," said Jones. 


"I believe the village and people of

the turnover)." said Zajonc. "It is not 
possible for the village or a company to 
bring in personnel at this rate without 
affecting services. You Just can't replace 
a nine-year man (Bennett) overnight"

Education committee urges 
new transfer guidelines 


Palatine-Rolling Meadows School Dlst. 


IS education committee will recommend 
new guidelines governing interschool 
transfers to the board of education 
tonight. The board will meet at 8 at the 
Castor Administration Building, Pala-. 
tine. 
• 
, 


Committee approval is only the first 


step in establishing guidelines as district 
policy. If accepted, the guidelines will 
provide more criteria for granting pupil 
transfers within the district's 20 schools. 
A pupil transfer would be granted If: 


• Principals at both schools agree that 


the transfer would benefit the child. 


• The transfer request is not contrary 


to a district student ,asslgnment plan in- 
cluding groups of students who have 


been moved duo to a boundary change or 
enrollment problems. 
, 


• Transfer will not send tho receiving 


school's average classroom size over the 
recommended limit. 
• 'All transportation necessitated by 


the transfer can be provided by parents 
or legal guardian. 


The committee added that exceptions 


could be made for educational reasons. 


IT IS NOT UNUSUAL for Dlst 15 pu- 


pils to attend one school one year and 
another tho next year. Individual school 
attendance, boundaries are reconsidered 
by the board each spring, based on en- 
rollment. 


For example, If one school in Palatine 


anticipates an overload of fourth graders 
the next year, some of those children 


may be bused to a Rolling Meadows 
classroom. 


"Everyone likes to send their kids 


across the street to school," said Marion 
Omlatek, assistant superintendent for In- 
struction, admitting that there has been 
parental opposition to this policy, result- 
Ing In transfer requests. 


Transfer requests are made by parents 


through tho superintendent. At present, 
transfers are usually granted if a "hard- 
ship" can be found In tho situation. 


The definition of "hardship" has be- 


come a problem this year, Omlatek said, 
because of the unusually high number of 
transfer requests received. - 


If new guidelines are accepted, all pre- 


vious transfer decisions for this year, will 
be reconsidered.

Frcmd, Conant and Hoffman Estates 
high schools would cost a total of $4.9 
million. Minor remodeling and repairs 
planned for Frcmd High School would 
cost about $1.5 million and construction 
of a warehouse for the district would cost 
about $400.000. 


Board members feel they need an addi- 


tional $5 million lo tho $0 million they 
have on hand for tho construction of the 
sixth high school. 


Tho total cost of all tho building proj- 


ects comes to about $22 million which 
would have to bo financed through a 
bond referendum. Board members have 
tentatively scheduled tho referendum for 
Oct. 10 but have yet to make tho final 
decision on all tho projects. 


Tho decision has been delayed while 


tho district has waited for approval of 
funds from tho Illinois Capital Devel- 
opment Board for construction of tho 
sixth high school. Board members have 


now received word that the district quali- 
fies for about $4,6 million In stato funds 
tor tho school but they arc still not suro 
when that money will bo allocated. 


Marvin Plato, director of planning and 


research for Dlst. 211, estimated the do- 
lay could go on another "four, six or 
eight months" while Gov. Walker, tho 
state legislature and tho Capital Devel- 
opment Board "haggle about the mon- 
ey." 


PLATE URGED THE board to put off 


Its decision on tho building projects until 
later this month after he meets with tho 
Capitol Development Board on Aug. 20. 


But some board members are tired of 


the delay and are thinking of bypassing 
tho red tape by building the projects 
themselves without the state 
funds. 


"We've got almost enough money on 
hand. We could do It by ourselves," said 
Creek. "Our basic problem Is when and 
how we're going to communicate this to 
the public that Is paying the taxes," ho 


sold. 


Dlst. 211 architects Unteed and Associ- 


ates estimate construction costs are now 
going up about one per cent per month 
and delay will cost the district money. 
"We've lost a whole month just In pre- 
paring the documentation to go down to 
Springfield," said Ken Unteed. 


Board member Edward Perry said 


he's anxious to get started on the build- 
ing projects and ho feels people In the 
district will want the planned Improve- 
ments on the buildings eventually.

Crane, Young favor impeachment; 
GOP leaders seek resignation 


by DOB LAIIEY 


Suburban Republican leaden from the 


township level to the U.S. Congress stood 
nearly unanimous yesterday in the ex- 
pcctatlon that the removal of an Ameri- 
can President, for the first time in his- 
tory, is nt hand. 


U.S. Representatives Philip M. Crane 


and Samuel II. Young, who both had de- 
ferred judgment on President Nixon 
pending the House Impeachment hearing, 
agreed yesterday that the President had 
admitted guilt of on Impoachablo of- 
fense. 


"The 
President's statement." said 


Crane, "clearly and incontrovcrtibly in- 
dicates obstruction of justice. I see no 
alternative other than his removal from 
office." 


SAID YOUNG. "In effect, (the Presl- 


dent's statement) Is tantamount to an ad- 
mission that ho did obstruct justice as 
charged . . . -and I would 'expect to vole 
to Impeach on this count." 


Young said ho "fully expects" the 


President to resign. Acknowledging wide- 
spread opinion in the Congress that a 
presidential resignation is imminent, 
Crane said he remains In favor of the 
constitutional process of Impeachment. 


The choice between resignation and re- 


moval through Impeachment and trial 
appeared to be the only significant differ- 
ence in viewpoint among even Nixon's 
staunchest supporters. 


CRANE AND YOUNG joined the flood- 


tide of congressmen estimating that a 
House vote for impeachment would now 
bo "overwhelming," in Young's word. 
Crane estimated more than 400 of the 435 
members ,of the House now are con- 
vinced that the President must be Im- 
peached. 


Party leaders at the local level, who 


have been the frontline defenders of Nix- 
on, exhibited a reluctant but parallel 
view to those of Republicans In Washing- 
ton. 


Cook County Republican chairman 


Floyd Fullc, who Is also Maine Township 
commlttccman, declared, "I have been 
and still am a very strong Nixon sup- 
porter. I am opposed to Impeachment." 


But Fullc added, "In 'view of what's 


happened In the last 24 hours, however, I 
think he probably should resign." 


FULLB SAID HE believed the Presi- 


dent thought ho war doing the right thing 
in withholding Information on Watergate, 
"and maybe he was in the long run." 


"But because the confidence has been 


lost generally among the people, I think 
he should resign and we should allow 
him to retire and live out the rest of life 
in tranqulllty." 


Bernard Pedcrsen, Palatine Township 


GOP commlteeman and a Nixon dele- 
gate to the 1972 Republican Nominating 
Convention, said. 


"Any party leader wants to protect his 


people, but there is a point where you 
have to say, 'This is where we stop.'"

The people of the Northwest suburbs 


echoed the comments of public officials 
throughout the nation Tuesday -and Called 
for removal of-President Ntxoh' fromj-of- 
fice. A Herald spot survey of 23S Individ- 
uals Tuesday reveals: 


• Nearly 71 per cent of persons ques- 


tioned at 10 locations in the Northwest- 
suburbs called for either impeachment 
or resignation of the President. 


• More than 47 per cent of the 235 


questioned favored resignation and more 
than 24 per cent said Nixon should be 
impeached. 


• Only 15 per cent of persons ques- 


tioned said the president should remain 
in office and 14 per cent were undecided. 


NIXON WAS A favorite with Northwest 


suburban voters in 1972 and received a 
vote margin over Sen. George McGovcrn 
(D-S.D.), that was larger than the na- 
tional average. Nixon carried both Maine 
and Wheeling townships by nearly 30,000 
votes with a 5-to-2 edge over McGovern. 
The president .was elected with a 63> per 
cent plurality' nationwide 'in November, 
1972. 


A breakdown of the local survey 


showed that: 57 persons favored im- 
peachment; 111 said Nixon should re- 
sign; 37 called for Nixon to remain in

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Major renovation for Palatine High 


by KATHERINE BOYCB 


A decision to remodel or demolish part 


of Palatine IlJgh School may come 
Thursday during the next meeting of the 
High School DUt. 211 Board of Educa- 
tion. 


The board met as a committee of the 


whole Monday to discuss architects' 
plans for renovation of the oldest high 
school building In the district. The board 
also discussed additions for the district's 
other four schools and methods of financ- 
ing Its sixth high school, scheduled to 
open In 1977 In the Winston Park subdivi- 
sion of Palatine. 


Several board members said Monday 


they are anxious to move ahead on the 
building projects for the district's schools 
by calling for a bond referendum In Oc- 
tober and awarding construction con- 
tract* for the projects later this year. 


BOARD MEMBERS examined three 


plans for the renovation of Palatine High 
School Each of the plans would add a 
swimming pool to the school. 


Quo plan calls for remodeling of Pala- 


tine it a cost of about $3.3 million. Under 
the second plan the oldest pan of the 
school, built In 1929. would be demolished 
and rebuilt at a cost of about $7 million. 
The third plan also calls for demolition 
of the 1929 portion but the school would 
then bo transformed Into a three-year 
vocational high school at a cost of about 
19 million. 


Reconstruction of the building under 


each of the plans would take about two 
years to complete, according to archi- 
tects. Palatine Is the district's smallest 
school with a capacity of 1.600 students. 


The 1929 portion of the building con- 


tains Cutting Hall, an auditorium which 
seats 450 and has been the scene of 
tchool performances for years. Public 
sentiment may be an important factor in 
the decision to demolish that part of the 
school. Board Pres. Robert Creek said 
recently, "What's Cutting Hall worth In 
terms of nostalgia? I suspect It's worth 
something." 


Other building projects now being con- 


sidered by the board Include an addition 
to Schaumburg High School, Including a

Minor remodeling and repairs 
planned for Fremd High School would 
cost about $1.5 million and construction 
of a warehouse for the district would cost 
about $400,000.

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FBI doubts it was her 
Was Patty Hearst seen in area?

Was that Patricia Hearst In the dirty 


red Opel seen Monday at Hlntz and Ar- 
lington Heights roads? 
-Probably not. concede law enforce- 
nicnt officers as they continue to check 
out all leads that might finally end the 
six-month old mystery surrounding the 
kidnaped heiress reportedly turned rev- 
olutionary. 


The reported sighting Monday was just 


the latest In about a half-dozen that have 
been handled through the Des Plalnes of- 
fice of the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation. 


•;in this particular case, the young 


woman saw a look-alike for Patty Hearst 
and called the Arlington Heights police, 
who contacted us," said Agent Joe 
Sltunpf. 


TtIB DESCniPTION supplied In the 


latest "sighting" was sketchy: a young 
woman resembling Miss Hearst In a dir- 
ty red Opel being driven by a bearded 
black man. The car, according to the re- 
ports, was slopping for a hitch-hiker. 
•The tip was hard to follow up, Stumpf 
said. There was just the general Informa- 
tion without a license number or other 
clues. 
•"We had one report that she was on a 


plane from Washington D.C. to Chicago. 
Another passenger on the flight thought 
site' saw Patty and told the stewardess 
who told the pilot. The pilot radioed 
ahead and we went out to check the pas- 
sengers," he said. 


The suspect turned out to match the 


general description except for her height. 


"I can't remember exactly how toll she 
(Miss Hearst) Is, but the young woman 
on the plane was six or seven inches tall- 
er," Stumpf said. 


Another sighting at O'Harc was report- 


ed by a man and his wife in May. The 
couple said they were sitting In their car 
when a woman, resembling the news- 
paper heiress, another woman and two 
men asked for a ride to the bus terminal. 


The tip prompted agents to check the 


bus stations and airport for Miss Hearst. 


The man said he had been reading a 


newspaper that contained a picture of 
the young woman and noticed that one'of 
the women asking for a ride resembled 
her. 


There has been an increase in the re- 


ported sightings recently, Stumpf said. 
"It's been two or'three In the last day or 
so." 


THE AGENT speculated on the reason 


for the Increasing number. 


"I was watching a television news 


show the other day and they gave a re- 
newed description of her. The report 
must have been two or three minutes 
long. Evcrytime there is something like 
that it renews interest In the case," he 
said. 


Of all the reports, Stumpf •said there 


have been no crank callers. 


"There just haven't been the cranks. 


We've talked to all the people and they 
arc all concerned citizens who think they 
may have seen her. Nobody's playing on 
this," he said. 


Miss Hearst has not been positively 


seen since May when six members of the 
Symbioncse liberation Army died in a 


fiery shoot-out with Los Angeles police. 


She is believed to be on the run or In 


hiding with surviving SLA members, Wil- 
liam and Emily Harris. The trio has 
been reported In Canada and Central 


America as well as most sections of the 
United States. 


"There's nothing to Indicate that she's 


here in Chicago," Stumpf said. "But 
that's not to say that she couldn't be."

Crane, Young favor* impeachment; 
GOP leaders seek resignation

Suburban Republican leaders from tho 


township level to the U.S. Congress stood 
nearly unanimous yesterday in the ex- 
pectation that the removal of an Ameri- 
can President, for tho first time in his- 
tory, is at hand. 


US. Representatives Philip M. Crane 


and Samuel H. Young, who both had de- 
ferred Judgment on President Nixon 
pending the House Impeachment hearing, 
agreed yesterday that the President had 
admitted guilt of an Impeachablo of- 
fonso. 


"Tho President's statement," said 


Crane, "clearly and Incontrovcrtlbly in- 
dicates obstruction of justice. I see no 
alternative other than his removal from 
office." 


SAID YOUNG. "In effect, (tho Presi- 


dent's statement) Is tantamount to an ad- 
mission that he did obstruct justice as 
charged ... and I would expect to vote 
to impeach on this count." 


Young said he "fully expects" the 


President to resign. Acknowledging wide- 
spread opinion in tho Congress that a 
presidential resignation Is Imminent, 
Crane said he remains In favor of tho 
constitutional process of Impeachment. 


The choice between resignation and re- 


moval through Impeachment and trial 
appeared to be the only significant differ- 
once In viewpoint among even Nixon's 
stauochest supporters. 


CRANE AND YOUNG joined the flood- 


tide of congressmen estimating that a 
House vote for Impeachment would now 
be "overwhelming," In Young's word. 
Crane estimated more than 400 of the 435 
members of the' House now are con- 
vinced that the President must be Im- 
peached. 


Pa/ty leaders at the local level, who 


have been the frontline defenders of Nix- 
on, exhibited a reluctant but parallel 
vlow to those of Republicans In Washing- 
ton. 


Cook County Republican chairman 


Floyd Fullc, who Is also Maine Township 
committccman, declared, "I have been 
and still am a very strong Nixon sup- 
porter. I am opposed to Impeachment." 


But Fullo added, "In view of what's 


happened In the lost 24 hours, however, I 
think he probably should resign." 


FULLE SAID HE believed the Presi- 


dent thought he was doing the right thing* 
In withholding information on Watergate, 
"and maybe he was In the long run." 


"But because the confidence has been 


lost generally among the people, I think 
he should resign and we should allow 
him to retire and live out the rest of life 
in tranqulllty." 


Bernard Pederscn, Palatine Township 


GOP commlteemon and a Nixon dele- 
gate to the 1972 Republican Nominating 
Convention, said. 


"Any party leader wants to protect his 


people, but there is a point where you 
have to say, 'This Is where we stop.'"

Romano must begin his development 


program by December on his property 
near Hlgglns Road and Interstate 90 or 
else forfeit zoning obtained last year. 
Zoning granted in 1968 lapsed when he 
failed to begin the project, then limited 
to 16 acres. Twenty acres had been pur- 
chased by the state for right-of-way con- 
necting 1-90 with HI.

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Herald .survey 
shows 71% now 
against Nixon

The people of the Northwest suburbs 


echoed the comments of public officials 
throughout the nation Tuesday and called 
for removal of President Nixon from of- 
fice. A Herald spot survey of 235 individ- 
uals Tuesday reveals: 


• Nearly 71 per cent of persons ques- 


tioned at 10 locations in the Northwest 
suburbs called for either impeachment 
or resignation of the President. 


• More than 47 per cent of the 235 


questioned favored resignation and more 
than 24 per cent said Nixon should be 
Impeached. 


• Only 15 per cent of persons ques- 


tioned said the president should remain 
in office and 14 per cent were undecided. v 


NIXON WAS A favorite with Northwest 


suburban voters in 1972 and received a 
vote margin over Sen. George McGovern 
(D-SD.), that was larger than the na- 
tional average. Nixon carried both Maine 
and Wheeling townships by nearly 30,000 
votes with a 5-to-2 edge over McGovern. 
The president was elected with a 63 per 
cent plurality nationwide hi November, 
1972. 


A breakdown of the local survey 


showed that: 57 persons favored im- 
peachment; 111 said Nixon should re- 
sign; 37 called for Nixon to remain hi

Hoffman parks set hearing 
into firing of secretary 


A former Hoffman Estates Park Dis- 


trict secretary was assured by the park 
board Tuesday night that there would be 
a hearing, possibly in September, into 
her recent dismissal.. 


An anticipated resident backlash at the 


board meeting over use of Cottonwood 
Park for football games was averted 
when a Hoffman Estates Athletic Assn. 
(HEAA) official announced a different 
site would be used for the contests. 


In connection with the secretary's dis- 


missal, Josephine Hagen requested the 
specific reasons behind her firing. Read- 
ing a prepared'.statement, Mrs. Hagen 
said she felt her-termination was unfair 
and unwarranted and that her work had 
always "been in the best interest of the 
park district." • 


Board Pres. George Seaver told-her 


the board was acting in an extraordinary 


fashion to schedule a hearing because 
hiring and firing for the district is done 
by the park director. 


HE ADDED IT had been requested 


that, all five park commissioners be in 
attendance at the hearing, but that all 
five could not be present at one meeting 
until September. 


A hearing had been set for last week, 


but was canceled when Mrs. Hagen said 
she had a prior commitment. She had 
requested an open hearing at last night's 
board meeting after she was fired July 
17 by Allen Binder.for what she said 


, were "personal" reasons. Mrs. Hagen Is 
• the wife of the HEAA president, and 


members of the athletic organization 
have in the past severely criticized park 


> district work, centering criticism 
on 
.Binder. • 


Seaver said the board was moving to 


give her a quick hearing, but that vaca- 
tions during August meant commission- 
ers would be out of town. 


He noted the dismissal had received 


too much publicity from local .news- 
papers. 


IN CONNECTION with the football 


field usage Ray Hagen, HEAA president, 
said football games would be played at a 
different site "to alleviate the concerns 
of r e s i d e n t s bordering Cottonwood 
Park." 


He declined to name the site, but said 


it was not park land. 


Ray HoUlngsworth, 700 Parkview Ln., 


thanked Hagen for considering the resi- 
dents' feelings. Area residents, mostly 
along Parkview Lane, have in be past 
complained of traffic and parking con- 
gestion near the park when football 
games are being played.

Police, fire 
exams become 
no-man's land 


by STIRLING MORITA 


The word "man" has been stricken 


from the examination rules established 
by the Hoffman Estates Fire and Police 
Commission. 


In place of the policeman, patrolman 


or fireman . . . police officer and fire- 
fighter have been inserted in the rules. 
Along with the word changes came 
abolishment of height and weight stan- 
dards for candidates for the police de- 
partment. There also were 
changes 


made hi sergeant's eligibility tests. 


The move was made because of a re- 


cent federal court ruling against the Det- 
roit Police Dept., saying height and 
w e i g h t requirements were dis- 
criminatory against Orientals, Puerto Ri- 
cans and women, said William Catlin, 
chairman of the fire and police commis- 
sion. 


CATLIN ADDED that persons of 


those races or sex were generally shorter 
and lighter than persons of other races 
or sex and so the court ruled the stan- 
dards were discriminatory. 


In place of the standards, fire and po- 


lice commissioners put "a person must 
have weight commensurate with height." 
He said persons still must be capable of 
passing the agility and other tests before 
becoming eligible for the department. 
The agility test includes being able to lift 
150 pounds of dead weight out of the 
backseat of a car, climbing a rope or 
jumping a four-foot barrier after a dis- 
tance run. 


Catlin added candidates also must pass 


an examination by the police surgeon be- 
sides compiling good scores on written 
and oral tests and passing Interviews. 


Police Chief John O'Connell said candi- 


dates "must be able to fulfill the require- 
ments of the position which they were 
hired for." 


The rules include firefighters because 


the commission will be overseeing fire 
personnel if the village assumes services 
supplied by the Hoffman Estates Fire 
Protection District The transfer of ser- 
vices has been estimated to take about 
two months. 


IN CONNECTION with the sergeant's 


tests, commissioners will contract with 
Elmhurst Psychological and the Illinois 
Police Chiefs Service Bureau for written'

Major renovation for Palatine High? 
The local scene

A decision to remodel or demolish part 


of Pabtino High School may come 
Thursday during the next meeting of the 
High School DUt. 211 Board or Educa- 
tion. 


The board met as a committee of tho 


whole Monday to discuss architects' 
plans for renovation of tho oldest high 
school building In tho district. The board 
also discussed additions for the district's 
other four schools and methods of financ- 
ing Its sixth high school, scheduled to 
open In 1977 In tho Winston Park subdivi- 
sion of Palatine. 


Several board members said Monday 


they are anxious to move ahead on the 
building projects for tho district's schools 
by calling for a bond referendum In Oc-, 
lober and awarding construction con- 
tracts for the projects later this year. 


BOARD MEMBERS examined three 


plans for tho renovation of Palatine High 
School Each of tho plans would add a 
swimming pool to tho school. 


One plan calls for remodeling of Pala- 


tine at • cost of about $3.5 million. Under 
the second plan tho oldest part of tho 
school, built In 1929, would bo demolished 
and rebuilt at a cost of about $7 million. 
Tho third plan also calls for demolition 
of tho 1929 portion but tho school would 
then bo transformed Into a three-year 
vocational high school at a cost of about 
|9 million. 


Reconstruction of tho building under 


each of the plans would take about two 
years to complete, according to archi- 
tects. Palatine is tho district's smallest 
school with a capacity of 1,600 students. 


Tho 1929 portion of the building con- 


tains Cutting Hall, an auditorium which 
seats 430 and has been the scene of 
school performances for years. Public 
sentiment may b6 an Important factor In 
the decision to demolish that part of the 
school. Board Pros. Robert Creek said 
recently, "What's Cutting Hall worth In 
terms of nostalgia? I suspect It's worth 
something." 


Other building projects now being con- 


sidered by tho board Include an addition 
to Schaumburg High School, Including a 
swimming pool, auditorium, shops for 
vocational education, more cafeteria 
space and more classrooms. Tho cost Is 
estimated at 15 million. 


AUDITORIUMS FOR Frcmd and Co- 


nant high schools and swimming pools at 
Fremd, Conont and Hoffman Estates 
high schools would cost a total of $4.9 
million. Minor remodeling and repairs 
planned for Fremd High School would 
cost about 11.5 million and construction 
of a warehouse for the district would cost 
about $400,000. 


Board members feel they need an addi- 


tional $5 million to the $9 million they 


have on hand for the construction of the 
sixth high school. 


Tho total cost of all the building proj- 


ects comes to about $22 million which 
would have to be financed through a 
bond referendum. Board members have 
tentatively scheduled the referendum for 
Oct. 19 but have yet to make the final 
decision on all the projects. 


Tho decision has been delayed while 


the district has waited for approval of 
funds from the Illinois Capital Devel- 
opment Board for construction of the 
sixth high school. Board members have 
now received word that the district quali- 
fies for about $4,6 million In state funds 
tor tho school but they are still not sure 
when that money will be allocated. 


Man-In Plate, director of planning and. 


research for Dlst. 211, estimated the de- 
lay could go on another "four, six or 
eight months" while Gov. Walker, the 
state legislature and the Capitol Devel- 
opment Board "haggle about the mon- 
ey." 
„ 


PLATE URGED THE board to put off 


its decision on tho building projects until 
later this month after he meets with the 
Capital Development Board on Aug. 20. 


But some board members are tired of 


the delay and are thinking of bypassing 
tho red tope by building the projects 
themselves without the state funds. 


"We've got almost enough money on 
hand. We could do It by ourselves," said 
Creek. "Our basic problem is when and 
how we're going to communicate this to 
'the public that is paying the taxes," he 
said. 


Dlst. 211 architects Unteed and Associ- 


ates estimate construction costs are now 
going up about one per cent per month 
and delay will cost the district money. 
"We've lost a whole month Just in pre- 
paring the documentation to go down to 
Springfield," said Ken Unteed. 


Board member Edward Perry said 


he's anxious to get started on the build- 
ing projects and he feels people In the 
district will want the planned Improve- 
ments on the buildings eventually. "The 
quicker we plan It, the quicker we're go- 
Ing to do it and we'll end up saving some 
money," he said.

The Hoffman Estates Board of Trustees refused this week

Public, Congress agree: Nixon must leave 


Crane, Young favor impeachment; 
GOP leaders seek resignation 


by ODD LAIIEY 


Suburban Republican leaden from the 


township level to the U.S. Congress stood 
nearly unanimous yesterday in the ex- 
poctallon that the removal of an Ameri- 
can President, for the first time in his- 
tory, Is at hand. 


U.S. Representatives Philip M. Crane 


and Samuel H. Young, who both had de- 
ferred judgment on .President Nixon 
pending the House impeachment hearing, 
agreed ycslcrday that the President had 
admitted guilt of an Impcachablo of- 
fense. 


"The President's statement." said 


Crane, "clearly and Inconlrovertlbly in- 
dicates obstruction of justice. I sec no 
alternative other than his removal from 
office." 


SAID YOUNG. "In effect, (the Pros!- 


dent's statement) is tantamount to an ad- 
mission that he did obstruct justice as 
charged ... and I would expect to vote 
to Impeach on this count." 


Young said ho "fully expects" the 


President to resign. Acknowledging wide- 
spread opinion in the Congress that a 
presidential resignation Is imminent, 
Crane said he remains In favor of the 
constitutional process of Impeachment. 


The choice between resignation and re- 


moval through Impeachment and trial 
appeared to bo the only significant differ- 
ence in viewpoint among even Nixon's 
staunchest supporters. 


CRANE AND YOUNG joined the flood- 


l 


tldo of congressmen estimating that a 
House vote for Impeachment would now 
be "overwhelming," in Young's word. 
Crane estimated more than 400 of the 435 
members of the House now are con- 
vinced that the President must be Im- 
peached. 


Party leaders at the local level, who 


have been the frontline defenders of Nix- 
on, exhibited a reluctant but parallel 
view to those of Republicans in Washing- 
ton. 


Cook County Republican chairman 


Floyd Fullc, who is also Maine Township 
commlttecman, declared, "I have been 
and still am a very strong Nixon sup- 
porter. I am opposed to Impeachment." 


But Fullo added, "In view of what's 


happened in the last 24 hours, however, I 
think he probably, should resign." 


FULLE SAID HE believed the Presi- 


dent thought he was doing the right thing 
in withholding Information on Watergate, 
"and maybe he was in the long run." 


"But because the confidence has been 


lost generally among the people, I think 
ho should resign and we should allow 
him to retire and live out the rest of life 
In tranqulllty."

The people of the Northwest suburbs 


echoed the comments,of public officials 
throughout the nation Tuesday and called 
for removal of President Nixon from of- 
fice. A Herald spot survey of 235 individ- 
uals Tuesday reveals: 


• Nearly 71 per cent of persons ques- 


tioned at 10 locations in the Northwest 
suburbs called for either impeachment 
or resignation of the President. 


• More than 47 per cent of the 235 


questioned favored resignation and more 
than 24 per cent said Nixon should be 
impeached. 


• Only 15 per cent of persons ques- 


tioned said the president should remain 
in office and 14 per cent were undecided. 


NIXON WAS A favorite with Northwest 


suburban voters in 1972 and received a 
vote margin over Sen. George McGovorn 
(D-S.D.), that was larger than the na- 
tional average. Nixon carried both Maine 
and Wheeling townships by nearly 30,000 
votes with a 5-to-2 edge over McGoyern. 
The president: was elected .with a-63 per 
cent plurality nationwide in November, 
1972. 


A breakdown of -the -local survey 


showed that: 57 'persons favored im- 
peachment; 111 said Nixon should re-

p o s i t i v e reinforcement system" 
where students arc awarded privi- 
leges based on their behavior. Tho 
top level allows students almost un- 
limited privileges, while the bottom 
level Is very restrictive. 


Police officials lament the ban on 


corporal punishment, but said tlio 
level system docs carry some weight 
with the students. 


"I think If Father Smyth Is allowed 


to use corporal punishment, he isn't 
going to bent the hell out of the kids," 
said Dot. Kenneth Zschah of Mount 
Prospect police. "On the other hand, 
if a kid Is reduced a level it means 
something to him if not to the pub- 
lic." 


THE DETECTIVE SAID Smyth 


follows a "get-tough policy" of re- 
ferring second offenders to the juve- 
nile court system. He also added that 
a staff member 1s at the police sta- 
tion In a "matter of minutes when- 
ever we get a child from Maryville." 


The problems at Maryville — 


which evolved over n period of years 
— nro not likely to be solved over- 
night.

Hintcrbergcr noted that 
"not that many people arc entering 
religious orders" and lay people 
don't have the motivation to stick 
with the job. 


"It's a tough job with a lot of emo- 


tional Involvement and hassles," he 
said. "The hours arc long, the pay 
isn't that high and after a period of 
time, It gets to some people." 


Father Hintcrbergcr said Mary- 


ville asks at least one year's com- 
mittment from staff members, but 
"wo hope they'll stay for two years." 


In caller years, when student popu- 


lation was In the thousands, the 
Maryville staff provided a basic 


room and board service. Father Hln- 
tcrbcrger said in recent years, social 
and psychological services have been 
added to the program. 


Father Smyth and representatives 


of Children and Family Services 
deny that Maryville is being phased 
out of existence. Marshall Sedor, pro- 
gram director of the state agency, 
said the state has "no plans to close 
Maryville. The overall aim of the de- 
p a r t m c n t is to see that in- 
stitutionalized care is used as a spe- 
cialized resource."

programs — a temporary care cen- 
ter for severely disturbed children 
and a temporary shelter care pro- 
gram for youngsters temporarily ex- 
cluded from their families. 


The temporary cate center Is de- 


signed for young boys In need of psy- 
chiatric diagnosis. The youngsters 
are at the center for 60 days and are 
evaluated for referral to more spe- 
dalized'instltutlons. 


Boys in the program are housed 


separately from the rest of the stu- 
dents and receive a range of services 
including individual counseling, fami- 
ly counseling, remedial education, a 
work program and recreation. There 
arc no plans to expand the program 
in the future, Sedor said. 


Temporary shelter care — the 


backbone of the Maryville program 
— is designed-for children "thrown 
out because the family can't handle 
the situation for one reason or anoth- 
er," Sedor said. It Is in this area that 
Maryville will be concentrating In 
the future, he added. 


Father Hintcrbergcr noted that 


Maryvillc's purpose has remained 
the same despite the changes in ap- 
proach. 


"The whole Idea is to enable these 


kids to move out on their own some- 
day," he said.

School official 
slighted? He 
gets 5% hike

Members of the Elk Grove Township 


Dist. 59 Board of Education are keeping 
mysteriously quiet about what was con- 
sldered by some as a "slap on the wrist" 
for one of the district's top adminis- 
trators. 


The board, while voting to give district 


administrators pay raises averaging 13 
per cent, went against Supt. James Er- 
viti's recommendation and gave Erwin 
Stevenson, assistant superintendent for 
Instruction, only a 5 per cent pay raise. 


The board voted 4 to 2 on an amended 


motion which gave substantial raises to 
all district administrators with the ex- 
ception of Stevenson. Board members 
Judith Zanca, Paul KucharsW, Avis Wold 
and Emll Bahnmaier voted for the 
amendment. Board Pres. Gerald Smiley 
and member AI Domanaco voted against 
the amendment. Member Charles Knaup 
did not attend the meeting. 


THOSE WHO voted against giving Ste- 


venson anything more than a 5 per cent 
raise, which was given to all adminis- 
trators as of July 1, refused to comment 
on the reason for their vote when con- 
tacted by The Herald. 


"I think the action speaks for Itself," 


said Bahnmaier. "I'd rather not com- 
ment. I think the'action is harsh enough 
as it is." 


Zanca and Kucharski also refused to 


comment on the matter. Mrs. Wold could 
. not be reached for comment. 


The board voted in April to give all 


administrators a 5 per cent pay raise 
with another salary review and possible 
raise to come later. The vote caine, 
some observers say, as a "compromise" 
among board members at the height of 
clamor for the removal of Erviti as su- 
perintendent. Sources said the 5 per cent 
raise was decided on until the con- 
troversy between Erviti and district prin- 
cipals was resolved. 


THE BOARD has not yet taken action 


regarding a further salary review or pay 
increase for Erviti. 


Stevenson has had several "run ins" 


' with some board members. At least on 
one occasion, Stevenson became involved 
in heated discussions at board meetings 
with board members over educational Is- 
sues. 


Erviti had recommended a near 14 per 


cent total raise for Stevenson which 
would have raised his salary from last 
year'sj$25,300 to $28,840. Instead, the 5 
per cent raise brings Stevenson's salary 
to $26,565.

More disabilities teachers set

additional learning disabilities teachers 
for the coming school year.

to coordinate the learning disabilities 
program, after learning from their attor- 
ney the additional staff was required to.

Public., Congress agree: Nixon must leave 


Crane, Young favor impeachment; 
GOP leaders seek resignation

Suburban Republican leaders from the 


township lovol to the U.S. Congress stood 
nearly unanimous yesterday In the ex- 
pectation that the removal of an Ameri- 
can President, for the first time in his- 
tory. Is at hand. 


U.S. Representatives Philip M. Crane 


and Samuel II. Young, who both had de- 
ferred judgment on President Nixon 
pending the House Impeachment hearing, 
agreed yesterday that the President had 
admitted guilt of an Impcachable of- 
fense. 


"The 
President's statement," said 


Crane, "clearly and Incontrovcrtibly In- 
dicates obstruction of justice. I sec no 
alternative other than his removal from 
office." 


SAID YOUNG. "In effect, (the Presi- 


dent's statement) Is tantamount to on ad- 
mission that he did obstruct justice as 
charged ... and I would expect to vote 
to impeach on this count." 


Young sakl ho "fully expects" the 


President to resign. Acknowledging wide- 
spread opinion in the Congress that a 
presidential resignation Is imminent, 
Crano said ho remains In favor of the 
constitutional process of Impeachment. 


The choice between resignation and re- 


moval through Impeachment and trial 
appeared to be the only significant differ- 
ence In viewpoint among even Nixon's 
staunchest supporters. 


CRANE AND YOUNG Joined the flood- 


tide of congressmen estimating that a 


House vote for impeachment would now 
be "overwhelming," In Young's word. 
Crane estimated more than 400 of the 435 
members of the House now are con- 
vinced that the President must be im- 
peached. 


Party leaders at the local level, who 


have been the frontline defenders of Nix- 
on, exhibited a reluctant but parallel 
view to those of Republicans in Washing- 
ton. 


Cook County Republican chairman 


Floyd Fullc, who is also Maine Township 
commlttecman, declared, "I have been 
and still am a very strong Nixon sup- 
porter. I am opposed to impeachment." 


But Fullc added, "In view of what's 


happened in the last 24 hours, however, I 
think he probably should resign." 


FULLE SAID HE believed the Presi- 


dent thought he was doing the right thing 
In withholding Information on Watergate, 
"and maybe he was In the long run." 


"But because the confidence has been 


lost generally among the people, I think 
ho should resign and we should allow 
him to retire and live out the rest of life 
In tranqulllty." 


Bernard Pcderscn, Palatine Township 


GOP commitccman and a Nixon dele- 
gate to the 1072 Republican Nominating 
Convention, said. 


"Any party leader wants to protect his 


people, but there Is a point where you 
have to say, 'This is where we stop.'"

Herald survey 
shows 71% now 
aainst Nixon

The people of the Northwest suburbs 


echoed the comments of public officials 
throughout the nation Tuesday and called 
for removal of President Nixon from of- 
fice. A Herald spot survey of 235 individ- 
uals Tuesday reveals: 


• Nearly 71 per cent of persons ques- 


tioned at 10 locations in the Northwest 
suburbs called for either impeachment 
or resignation of the President. 


• More than 47 per cent of the 235 


questioned favored resignation and more 
than 24 per cent said Nixon should be 
impeached. 


• Only 15 per cent of persons ques- 


tioned said the president should remain 
in office and 14 per cent were undecided. 


NIXON WAS A favorite with Northwest 


suburban voters in 1972 and received a 
vote margin over Sen. George McGovcrn 
(D-S.D.), that was larger than the na- 
tional average. Nixon carried both Maine 
and Wheeling townships by nearly 30,000 
votes with a 5-to-2 edge over McGovern. 
The president was elected with a 63 per 
cent plurality nationwide in November, 
1972. 


A breakdown of the local survey 


showed that: 57 persons favored im- 
peachment; 111 said Nixon should re- 
sign; 37 called for Nixon to remain in

Was Patty Hearst 
seen in village? 
FBI has doubts

Was that Patricia Hearst in the dirty 


red Opel s«on Monday at Hlntt and Ar- 
lington Heights roads? 


Probably not, concede law enforce- 


ment officers as they continue to check 
out all leads that might finally end the 
six-month old mystery surrounding tho 
kidnaped heiress reportedly turned rev- 
olutionary. 


The reported sighting Monday was just 


the latest In about a half-dozen that have 
been handled through tho DCS Plalnes of- 
fice of the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation. 


"In this particular case, the young 


woman saw a look-alike for Patty Hearst 
and called the Arlington Heights police, 
who contacted us," said Agent Joe 
Stumpf. 


TlIE DESCRIPTION supplied In the 


latest "sighting" was sketchy: a young 
woman resembling Miss Hearst In a dir- 
ty red Opel being driven by a bearded 
black min. The car, according to the re- 
ports, was stopping for a hitch-hiker. 


The Up was hard to follow up, Stumpf 


said. There was just the general Informa- 
tion without a license number or other 
clues. 


"Wo hod one report that she was on a 


plane from Washington D.C. to Chicago. 
Another passenger on the flight thought 
she saw Patty and told the stewardess 
who told tho pilot. The pilot radioed 
ahead and w* went out to check the pas- 
sengers," he said. 


The suspect turned out to match tho 


general description except for her height. 
"I can't remember exactly how tall she 
(Mlso Hearst) is, but tho young woman 
on the plane was six or seven inches tall- 
er," Stumpf said. 


Another sighting at O'Haro was report- 


ed by a man and his wife in May. The 
couple said they were sitting in their car 
when a woman, resembling the news- 
paper heiress, another woman and two 
men asked for a ride to tho bus terminal. 


The tip prompted agents to check tho 


bus stations and airport for Miss Hearst. 


The man said he had been reading a 


newspaper that contained a picture of

MHDC is seeking to overturn a Feb. 22 


decision by U. S. District Court Judge 
Thomas R. McMillen which upheld the 
village's 1971 refusal to rezone 15 acres 
of Viatorian land to permit construction 
of 190 townhouscs for low and moderate- 
income persons.

Our neighborhoods 
Hasbrook was a pioneer 


by KURT BAER 


At the time it was developed back 


in the late 1950s and early 60s, Has- 
brook subdivision, south of Palatine 
Road, was the northern frontier of 
Arlington Heights. 


"A construction crew nosed its 


high-powered machines into mucky 
farmland along Palatine Road this 
week to start work on a development 
that will add 500 homes and some 
2,000 new residents to Arlington 
Heights," read the newspaper ac- 
count of May 23,1957. 


Long since surrounded by other de- 


velopments, Hasbrook today stands 
as a quiet neighborhood of neatly 
kept, three-bedroom ranch homes 
and gas-lit streets. 


FIRST MARKETED by the Has- 


brook Construction Co., the homes 
were priced from $18,650 to $23,250 
some 15 years ago. Today they are 
valued between $43,000 and $49,000. 


Gas street lamps are a unique fea- 


ture of the Hasbrook neighborhood. 
They were approved by the village 
board in June, 1962, at a cost of 
$5,000— $1,000 more than the cost of 
conventional electric lights. 


"Bud Beacham, who was on the 


village board then, and some of the 
residents thought gas lights would 
give the area more class," recalls 
Sally Dodd, 1541 N. Kaspar Ave., a 
15-year resident of the subdivision. 


The lights are still in good shape 


and generally have escaped the de- 
structiveness of wanton vandals. 


Resident turnover in the subdivi- 


sion Is reasonably high, and there 
are many young families who take 
advantage of the comparative low- 
cost of these Arlington Heights 
homes. 


A focal point of the subdivision is 


Hasbrook Park, at Thomas and 
Highland, the site of a gala Fourth of 
July picnic sponsored each year by 
the Hasbrook Civic Assn. 


This year's picnic Included Olym-

logo arguments, MHDC argues that the 
village's decision unlawfully perpetuated 
racial segregation In Arlington Heights, 
violates the equal protection clause of 
the 14th Amendment and the U. S. Civil 
Rights Act and was racially motivated. 


The brief states that beyond the local 


zoning question lies a responsibility to 
meet an area-wide need for low and 
moderate-income housing. 


The village's "view that the relevant 


public consists only of neighboring prop- 
erty owners la much too narrow. The 
welfare of tho nation must be consid- 
ered," the brief states. 


"The public interest will be served by 


Lincoln Green, which will begin to satis- 


fy the desperate need for housing for low 
and moderate-income persons outside the 
inner-city in a booming area rich In 
Jobs." 


The brief relies on 37 precedent cases,' 


five federal statutes and six other au- 
thorities to support its request that the 
District Court ruling be reversed and the 
village enjoined from preventing the de- 
velopment of Lincoln Green. 


The MHDC brief sets the stage for oral 


arguments in the case before a three- 
Judge panel later this fall. 


MHDC officials have said previously 


that, If their case is rejected in U. S. 
Appeals Court, they may go before the 
U. S. Supreme Court to win approval of 
the housing project.

village-owned property at the south end of Davis Street. 


niticnlhnlor has been using the property, onco the site of 


Arlington Heights' sewage treatment plant, for storage and 
maintenance of Its fleet of school buses since I960. 


But village officials could not agree Monday night on how 


much rent to charge in the new lease. 


Tho draft lease, prepared by Village Mgr. L. A. Hanson, 


called for 124,000 over the next five years, or about WOO a 
month. 


Hanson said he did not propose any Increase In the rcnl 


because Rltzenthalcr contracts with local school districts and 
any Increase in the bus company's cost would merely be 
passed on to these taxing bodies. 


But some trustees said the rental ought to bo set at the fair 


market value. One proposal to Increase the rent to $500 was 
considered, and then Trustee Russell Colvin suggested tho 
figure bo set at $600 a month. 


"This would reflect an Inflation factor of about 10 per cent 


a year over the past five years," Colvin sold. 


The $600 figure was finally adopted by a 4-2 vote, but not 


without objection by Trustee James T. Ryan that tho rent 
was completely arbitrary.

13% pay hike for school officials, he gets only 5%

Members of the Elk Grove Township 


Dlst. 59 Board of Education are keeping 
mysteriously quiet about what was con- 
sidered by some as a "slap on the wrist" 
for one of the district's top adminis- 
trators. 


The board, while voting to give district 


administrators pay raises averaging 13 
per cent, went against Supt. James Er- 
viti's recommendation and gave Envln 
Stevenson, assistant superintendent for 
instruction, only a 5 per cent pay raise. 


The board voted 4,to 2 on an amended 


motion which gave substantial raises to 


all district administrators with the ex- 
ception of Stevenson. Board members 
Judith Zanca, Paul Kucharski, Avis Wold 
and Emll Bahnmaier voted for the 
amendment. Board Pres. Gerald Smiley 
and member Al Domanaco voted against 
the amendment. Member Charles Knaup 
did not attend the meeting. 


THOSE WHO voted against giving Ste- 


venson anything more than a 5 per cent. 
raise, which was given to all adminis- 
trators as of July 1, refused to comment 
on Ihe reason for their vote when con- 
tacted by The Herald. 


"I think the action speaks for Itself," 


said Bahnmaier. "I'd rather not com- 


ment. I think the action is harsh enough 
as it is." 


Zanca and Kucharski also refused to 


comment on the matter. Mrs. Wold could 
not be reached for comment. 


The board voted in April to give all 


administrators a 5 per cent pay raise 
with another salary review and possible 
raise to come later. The vote came, 
some observers say, as a "compromise" 
among board members at the height of 
clamor for the removal of Erviti as su- 
perintendent. Sources said the 5 per cent 
raise was decided on until the con- 
troversy between Erviti and district prln- 


Elk Grove Township halves sewer fee to 


cipals was resolved. 


THE BOARD has not yet taken action 


regarding a further salary review or pay 
increase for Erviti. 


Stevenson, has had several "run ins" 


with some board members. At least on 
one occasion, Stevenson became involved 
in heated discussions at board meetings 
with board members over educational is- 
sues.

Elk Grove Township auditors approved 


several changes to the township sanitary 
sewer ordinance, Including a rato reduc- 
tion for homeowners along the sewer 
line. 


Changes will take effect 10 days after 


they arc published, Township Supervisor 
Richard M. Hall said. Publication prob- 
ably will be next week, he said. The 
auditors approved tho changes, which 
also included clarifying language In 
three articles, Monday night, subject to 
review by Township Atty. Frank Hlnes. 


According to the approved changes, 


homeowners along township sanitary 
sewer lines will be charged half of what 
they're now paying, a reduction from $4 
to $2 a month. 


Hall said the lower rate Is more in line 


with what other townships are charging 
for the same service. Elk Grove Town- 
ship originally set its rate after observ- 
ing another township charging $4 a 
month, Hall said. However, that other 


Police probe series

THE MONEY Elk Grove Township re- 


ceives from homeowners is "a relatively 
small part" of the income generated 
from the sewer system. The bulk of the 
money comes from businesses, Hall said. 
Money received goes into the sewer fund, 
which is supposed to be self-sustaining, 
he said. 


However, to get the fund started last 


year, the board of auditors approved 
lending $10,000 from the township fund to 
the sewer fund. Monday night, the audi- 
tors approved paying $4,000 of that back. 


The township Is preparing to take over 


a section of sewer along Higgins Road, 
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from Oakton Street to Ropollo Creek. 
That section is connected to five restau- 
rants, two gas stations and an office 
building. However, the land the business- 
es are located on and the sewer .are part 
of an estate left by Lewis Gauger, who 
died in 1970. The estate is still in probate 
court. 


The businesses have recently paid for 


the sewer to be cleaned. They were 
threatened with closing two years ago if 
the sewer wasn't brought up to Metro- 
politan Sanitary District standards. The 
township intervened and collected $1,000 
from each business to pay for the clean- 
ing. The township will asume responsi- 
blity for maintaining the sewer once the 
estate is settled.
